New Premier Calls on

Hoped For. 


POTSDAM, July 28 (AP)—The 
Big Three resumed their confer- 
ence tonight soon after Britain's 
new Prime Minister, Clement Att- 
lee, arrived by plane to replace 
Winston Churchill in deliberations 
on which the world’s future 
hinges. 

The three leaders sat down to- 
gether immediately after Attlee 
had made formal calls, first on 
President Truman, then on Pre- 
mier Stalin. 

The conference resumed with 
the personnel of the British sup- 
porting delegation unchanged ex- 
cept for the replacement of An- 
thony Eden, Churchill's foreign 
secretary, by Ernest Bevin. 

The fact that Attlee had not re- 
placed others in the delegation 
supported the belief that the Big 
Three sought an early conclusion 
of the discussions. ’ 

It was learned that lower levels 
of the conference have been meet- 
ing regularly since Churchill, Att- 
lee and Eden left for London 
Wednesday. Presumably _ their 


work has accomplished much to-| 


ward speeding the conference to 
a conclusion, expected early next 


week. 
The speed with which tonight’s 


plenary session was arranged im- 
mediately after Attlee’s 
gave support to the understanding 
that he was in accord with the 
major commitments of his prede- 
cessor. Attlee sat in on all nine 
of the previous plenary meetings. 

Thursday's ultimatum by the 
United States, Britain and China 
that Japan surrender immediately 
or bee destroyed, heightened 
American interest in the confer- 
ence. While the proclamation did 
not bear Stalin's signature, its is- 
guance from Potsdam justified the 
assumption that the Russian legd- 
er had prior knowledge of its 
contents. 

Judge Samuel] Rosenman, spe- 
cial counsel to Truman, was dis- 
closed to have been summoned by 
the President, presumably to help 
him draft a report of the confer- 
ence to be broadcast to the Ameri- 
can people on his return to Wash- 
ington.

GUAM, (Sunday) July 29 (AP) 
—Without a loss of a plane, 550 
to 600 Superfortresses swept six 
forewarned Japanese cities with 
fire bombs that left more than 
half the targets enveloped in 
“conflagrations.” Returning air- 
men said “large fires” were 
breaking out over the remainder 
of their objectives—all in cities 
whose inhabitants had been 
warned by the B-29 command to 
flee for their lives, 

A little over 24 hours after Maj. 
Gen. Curtis Le May told the Japa- 
nese his Superfortresses were 
coming—“and you can’t stop us” 
—gseven task forces carrying 3500 
tons of the dreaded fire bombs 
struck in early morning darkness. 

Opposition was described only 
as “normal,” despite the one day's 
advance warning of the strikes. 

. Only ‘Meager’ Fire. 

Crewmen said Japanese fighter 
opposition was “nil to slight.” 
Over Owajima on Shikoku, there 
was no antiaircraft fire whatever. 
It was described as “meager” 
above the five Honshu cities of 
Tsu, Aomori, Ichinomiya, Ujiya- 
mada and Ogachi, 

Only broken clouds impeded the 
bombardiers above six cities. 
Weather was poor, however, as 
they rained demolition bombs on 
the Shimotsu oil refinery, 40 miles 
south of Osaka. Results were re- 
ported “good” to “excellent” by 
crewmen who struck the refinery. 

There was no indication wheth- 
er any of the forewarned inhabit- 
ants of the bombed cities had 
read the leaflets telling them 
their homes were next on the B-29 
list. 

Iwo As B-29 Base. 

Sixty Superforts flying from 
hard-won Iwo island for the first 
time lengthened their strike and 
dumped seven-ton loads of incen- 
diaries on Aomori, in the north- 
ernmost part of Honshu, 1850 
miles from their base on Tinian. 

It was the most northerly Japa- 
nese city yet hit by the Super- 
fortresses.

GUAM (Sunday) July 29 (AP) 
—American Third Fleet carrier 
planes set fire to the Japanese 
battleships Haruna and Ise and 
three cruisers in their strikes yes- 
terday at the Kure naval] base and 
sighted a third enemy battleship 
resting on the bottom with decks 


awash from Tuesday's attack. 

The Saturday strikes, which put 
finishing touches on the wreckage 
of the Japanese navy, also heav- 
ily damaged an escort aircraft 
carrier, sank three submarines 
and damaged 12 other ships be- 
sides destroying 94 enemy planes 
and damaging 56. 

All known surviving major 
units of the Japanese fleet have 
been put out of action in three 
carrier plane raids this week, leav- 
ing the enemy only scattered light 
warships which a force of Amer- 


ican destroyers could handle. 
Gen, Douglas MacArthur re- 
ported from Manila that Okinawa- 
based Army bombers had sunk 
nine Japanese ships, including six 
freighters, in the Inland Sea and 
Tsushima strait. 
No Reports From British. 
Emphasizing that his report on 
Saturday's carrier plane raids was 
only preliminary, Adm. Chester W. 
Nimitz in a communique said that 
reports were not yet available on 
the results’ achieved by British 
fleet flyers who participated with 
the Americans in the 1500-plane 


onslaught against the Inland Sea 
area.

336,000; prisoners and missing 
106,000; other separations includ- 
ing men placed in inactive status, 
personnel given discharges other 
than honorable, and retirements of 
regular Army personnel, 203,000.

000,000 in the last fiscal year, 
This figure represents potential 
revenue over and above initial

The plane then was over Man- 
hattan. It flew southward, rough- 
ly following the route of Fifth 
avenue. The fog was so dense 
that some New Yorkers in the 
area heard it but could not see it. 

Then, with many Empire State 
building workers alarmed by the 
roar, the plane hurled its eight- 
ton weight against the tower- 
spiked structure, plunged through 
a gaping hole in the wall and dis- 
integrated in a series of three 
blasts. 

Instantly, flames enveloped the 
office suites in its path. Parts of 
the plane were caught in the wall. 
OtlH€rs were scattered through the 
two floors. Still others—includ- 
ing one motor, part of the fusel- 
age, a landing gear and a stray 
wheel— hurtled entirely across 
Thirty-third street to the roof of 
another building. 

Four Elevators Fall, 

The crash snapped the cables of 
three elevator cars parked at the 
eightieth floor. All three plunged 
to the basement. Police still were 
trying to get at their 
late tonight to determine whether 


NEW YORK, July 28 (AP)—An 
army bomber crashed into the 
Empire State Building at’ the 
seventy-ninth story in a fog today 
and exploded inside with a roar, 
killing three flyers and at least 
ten office workers and _ turning 
the world’s. tallest building into 
a smoking, flaming torch. 

The disaster injured 24 persons, 
six seriously. While rescue work- 
ers searched the twisted, black-| 
ened wreckage of seventy-eighth 
and seventy-ninth floor offices to- 
night, police said the death toll 
might exceed 15. Army and Fire| 
Department investigations were 
under way, 

The eight-ton, twin-engined B-25 
Billy Mitche}l plane, groping 
through a thick fog toward the 
Newark (N.J.) airport, rammed 
the 102-story skyscraper at 9:49 
a.m. (8:49 St. Louis time). The 
crash sent blazing gasoline cas- 
cading through offices and down 
elevator shafts, jarred the area 
like an earthquake, and showered 
broken glass and debris. into 
crowded business streets for five 
blocks around. Police said no pe- 
destrians were injured. 

Panic spread among some of 
‘the 1500 persons in the building, 
‘but police said virtually all were 


in 20 minutes. The area was 
blocked off from a quickly gath- 
ering crowd of many thousands, 

Third Occupant Unidentified,

plane's crew members as Lt. Col. 
| William F, Smith of Watertown,

The amphibious force, Seventh 
Fleet, operating in the southern 
Pacific, under Y. Adm. Daniel E. 
Barbey, alone has effected 56 
landings, beginning with the in- 
vasion of Woodlark island in June 
1943, and continuing through the 
recent invasion of Balikpapan, 
Borneo. 

Adm. Barbey recently estimated 
in the 56 landings by his forces, 
1,076,000 men were put ashore, 
with five and a half tons of equip- 
ment for each man, and an addi- 
tig, ton each month per man 
or maintenance. On that basis, 
the Seventh Amphibious Force has 
put ashore more than 5,918,000 tons 
of equipment and supplies. 

At Leyte, naval forces had to de- 
liver and land more than 550,000 
tons of supplies and equipment the 
first day. 

To provide one tanker of oil and 
gasoline a day at Okinawa tied 
up the equivalent of 80 tankers. 
Spaced one day apart, 30 would 
be en route from the west coast, 
and another 30 would be en route 
home, empty. At least 10 would 
have to be in the unloading area, 
and an equal number in the load- 
ing area, at al] times, with enough 
spares to care for expected losses. 

Gen. H. H. Arnold’s announce- 
ment that Twentieth Air Force 
and Far Eastern Air Forces, be- 
ginning July 1, would drop an an- 
nual bomb load of 2,000,000 tons 
on Japan’s mainland means more 
than 5400 tons daily, or about the 
capacity of one Liberty ship, To 
provide delivery of that load will 
tie up not less than 75 ships. 

Indicated eventual deployment 
of 3,000,000 men to the Pacific 
theater will mean sending out 
about 1,500,000 additional men, the 
majority from Europe. The pro- 
gram is scheduled for completion 
by next year, which will mean 
movement of as many troops to 
the Pacific in one year as were 
previously taken there in more 
than three years.

Christian Leader Assails 
U. S. ‘Cruelty,’ But As- 
serts Reconciliation Is 


Possible. 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 2 
(AP)—A Tokyo radio speaker 
who was introduced as Toyohiko 
Kagawa, Japanese Christian lead- 
er, accused the United States to- 
day of “horrible cruelty” to Japan 
but contended that “reconciliation 
still was possible.” 

The English-language broadcast, 
beamed at the United States, said, 
“If America has not lost the spirit 
of George Washington and Abra- 
ham Lincoln, her leaders will 
cease the cruel perfidy of this war 
against Japan.” 

The speaker asserted that 
“American capitalistic ambitions 
for the domination and control of 
Oriental markets” were respon- 
sible for the war which the Amer- 


icans were prosecuting with the 
most “horrible cruelty” since 
Genghis Khan. He said 100,000 
civilians burned to death in Tokyo 
May 10 as a result of an American 
air raid. 

Despite all this, he said, there 
still was “sufficient ground for 
America and Japan to reconcile” 
if the United States would plan 
“to give freedom to China, to lib- 
erate the Philippines, to cut off 
the iron chains of India and to 
give independence to Indonesia.” 


Kagawa, 57 years old, often 
quoted before by the Tokyo radio 
but never introduced as a speaker, 
has lectured widely in the United 
States, where he once was a 
Princeton University student. 


The Japanese people, mean- 
while, were awaiting an expected 
address by Premier Kantaro Su- 
zuki, which would give the official 
Japanese answer to the American- 
British-Chinese joint proclamation 
from Potsdam .calling on Nippon 
to surrender at once or be de- 
stroyed. 

Gen. Jiro Minami was quoted by 
the Tokyo radio ag saying that 
the terms of the joint ultimatum 
were “contrary to what the Japa- 
nese people think are righteous 
peace conditions” and that Japan 
had no alternative but to fight to 
save the country from “national 
extermination.” 


The Japanese news agency, Do- 
mei, which yesterday said it had 
“learned authoritatively” the Gov- 
ernment would spurn the quit- 
or - be - destroyed proclamation, 
summed up the editorial opinion 
of the various Tokyo newspapers. 


The proclamation was conceived 
by the Allies, Domei said, to re- 
vitalize their own peoples’ flag- 
ging war spirits by creatifig the 
Opinion that the war had to con- 
tinue because Japan wouldn't ac- 
cept the peace terms; British- 
Americans were dissatisfied  be- 
cause the unconditional surrender 
terms imposed on Germany had 
brought heavy sacrifices; the ul- 
timatum served as propaganda to 
“magnify” the military might of 
the Allies; it was merely propa- 
ganda aimed to impress the Japa- 
nese, 


Domei said that Home Minister 
Genki Abe had completed a tour 
of Nagoya, Kobe and Osaka and 
had reported production in those 
heavily bombed industrial areas 
was increasing.

Twenty-five A’*my men and 
three sailors never knew what hit 
them, and 37 additional Army men 
were wounded as a thunderous ex- 
pivsion shook the Alpine from 
stem to gudgeon and a gaping 
hole appeared in the transport’s 
side, a few inches above the 
waterline. 

Flames started licking at every- 
thing in sight. Ammunition cases 
were catching fire as the ship’s 
crew, disregarding their own 
safety, faced tons of burning ex- 
plosives with their fire hoses, The 
flames spread to an after hold, 
but were controlled by the ship’s 
carbon dioxide extinguisher sys- 
tem, 

When the fires were controlled 
volunteers turned to the task of 
rescuing the wounded from the 
twisted, smoldering wreckage. 
More than 250 crew members lost 
all clothing and personal posses- 
sions,

| President Truman said in a state- 
|ment tonight that Senate ratifica- 
‘tion of the United Nations char- 
‘ter “substantially advances the 
cause of world peace.” 

| Simultaneously, a statement 
from former Secretary of State 
,;Cordell Hull, often called the fa- 
ther of the United Nations, hailed 
|the Senate action as a demonstra- 
ition of American determination to 
\share “in the advancement of the 
well-being of mankind.” 

Acting Secretary of State Jo- 
'seph C. Grew said the Senators 
| had “taken a most important step 
toward establishing security and 
peace throughout the world.” 

The text of Truman’s statement, 
received from Potsdam: 

“It is deeply gratifying that the 
Senate has ratified the United Na- 
tions charter by a virtually unani- 
mous vote. The action of the Sen- 
ate substantially advances the 
cause of world peace.” 

Hull’s text: 

“By its overwhelming approval 
of the United Nations Charter, 


the Senate has given the world a 


striking demonstration of the de- 
termination of our people that 
this country shall meet fully its 
share of responsibility in the main- 
tenance of future peace and secur- 
ity and in the advancement of the 
well-being of mankind. The Sen- 
ate is to be commended for the 
high plane of its debate on the 
Charter and for the fine spirit of 
nonpartisanship manifested 
throughout. 

“May this resounding vote of 
the Senate be followed by speedy 
approval of the charter by the 
other United Nations and its early 
entrance into force to carry out 
the noble purposes for which it 
was conceived.”

Former Newspaper Man 
Near Crash Tells of 
Flames 


Explosions, 
and Screams. 


The following eyewitness ac- 
count of the Empire State Build- 
ing catastrophe was written. by 
James W. Irwin, former news- 
paper man and now president of 
his own company, which serves 
management of many corporations 
as consultant on public and indus- 
trial relations matters. For sev- 
eral years Irwin was public re- 
lations man for Monsanto Chem- 
ical Company in St, Louis. 


By JAMES W. IRWIN 

NEW YORK. July 29—As an 
aviation enthusiast for more than 
20 years of day in and day out 
flying—in the observer’s seat and 
not as a pilot—I always turn 
from my chair near a seventy- 
fifth floor window on the north 


side of the Empire State Building 
when I hear a plane flying close. 

I have often remarked to mem- 
bers of my staff that sooner or 
later a pilot would misjudge and 
we would find a plane, engines, 
passengers and all right in our 
laps. 

This morning it happened. 

A few minutes before 10 o’clock, 
I was writing my regular week- 
end letter to my parents in Mad- 
ison, Wis I heard the roar of a 
twin-engine ship The noise was 
so deafening, I turned suddenly, 
thinking it was much too close 
for safety. 

Bomber Heading for Him. 

My thoughts and movements 
halted, terror stricken, as I saw 
heading directly for my windows, 
the Army bomber, It was not 
quite in level flight. It was coming 
in from the north and slightly 
to the east, the left wing down, 
the right wing upin a bank about 
10 to 15 degrees off level flight. 

It took me only an instant to 
leap from my chair, dash out of 
my office, through my reception 
room and into the outer hallway. 
I landed on my side on the floor 
just as the building shook with a 
terrifying tremor as the plane 
struck the side of the building 
only 22 feet and directly above 
where I had been sitting. 

I was completely stunned. Be- 
fore I could struggle to my feet, 
the hallway was a flaming in- 
“ferno of blazing high octane gaso- 
line. 

My first instinct was to grope 
my way to the escape stairway 
on the opposite side of the build- 
ing. I! ¢ould not get through. I 
turned back, and was afraid to 
attempt to enter my own offices. 
I headed to the east end of the 
building where my neighbors, the 
Air Cargo Transport Corporation 
has its quarters. Before I got 
there—and it is only 100 feet or 
so—the screams of men and wom- 
en trapped on the west side of our 
floor wete rising above the crackle 
of flames and the frequen®explo- 
sions as small air pockets filled 
with the fumes of aviation gaso- 
line were ignited. 

Rescue of Girl With Burns. 


It was 10 minutes later before 
those of us who had escaped in- 
jury were able te venture into the 
hallway. We then rescued a girl 
elevator operatof whose legs and 
arms and face wee masses of 
burned flesh. SHt was in terrific 
agony. 

Her car—one of 10 in the high 
bank that starts at the ground 
makes its first stop at the sixty- 
sixth floor and then runs to the 
eightieth—had just stopped at the 
seventy-fifth when the bomber hit, 
crashed through the outer walls 
on the north side of the build- 
ing, hurtled through the walls of 
the elevator shaft,’ pouring , hun- 
dreds of yallons of flaming gaso- 
line down the shaft. The girl was 
thrown out and blown against 
the opposite wall. That she lived 
even five minutes is miraculous. 

Then, one by one, we rescued 
other injured men and women, all 
charred black, hysterically scream- 
ing. 

We were unable to leave our 
floor because flames and smoke 
completely blockaded any exodus. 

It seemed hours, but actually 
was only minutes, until police and 
firemen had trudged the long dis- 
tance from the sixty-sixth, where 
another bank of elevator runs, to 
our upper floors to pour tons of 
water and chemicals into the 
flames, which had enveloped the 
10 floors immediately above us. 

We had wondered if we too were 
to be trapped. We could hear the 
shrieking of the sirens of fire, 
police and hospital equipment 
coming from all directions in the 
streets below. But no shout of 
encouragement from any rescuer 
‘came in our direction. 


His Office Wrecked. 


Within an hour, 1 was able to 
gain access to my own offices. 
My private office was a shambles. 

While the flames had left my 
quarters relatively untouched, the 
force of the plane striking the 
building had shattered all my win- 
dows for 20 feet beyond where I 
had been sitting, splinters of plate 
gliass—large enough to maim if 
not kill—were imbedded 
plaster walls carpets desk and 
chairs. 

I then dug out of one of my old 
personal scrapbooks a Chicago 
Police Department press. card, 
damaged it so the date would not 
be discernible, and fought my way 
up the escape stairway to the 
higher floors. 

The seventy-ninth seemed to be 
the worst. 

There were the charred bodies 
of several young women, em 
ployes of a Catholic charity or- 
ganization. 

Wreckage on Floor.

50 on Sightseers’ Tower. 


Fifty persons were on the sight- 
seers’ tower of the skyscraper, 
Standing where queens and 
princes, presidents and paupers 
have viewed the horizon from 
that highest man-made vantage 
point. All were removed without 
incident. 


The fire that resulted was a 
“fire above the clouds.” It was the 
highest fire ever fought in the 
city—913 feet aloft—but although 
witnesses said the heat was “like 
an oven,” Fire Commissioner Pat- 
rick Walsh said it was “a fairly 
easy job.” At no time did firemen 
fear a holocaust, although four 
alarms were sounded. 


Scores of ambulances, physicians 
and fire trucks swarmed to the 
building within minutes after the 
accident and excitement spread 
through Manhattan. Throughout 
the day thousands of persons con- 
tinued to gather in the streets. 


$500,000 Damage to Building. 

Chapin L. Brown, vice president 
of Empire State, Inc., said the 
crash caused $500,000 damage to 
the $30,000,000 building and that 
“six months or mote” would be 
required to make repairs. 

Lt. Gen. Hugh A. Drum, U.S.A.

tion, added that there was no 
“structural damage” to the sky- 
scraper.

BARRACKS 10 GIVE 
CIVIL SERVICE JOBS 
10:29 VETERANS 


Also Will Place Returned 
Service Men in Better 


Posts Filled by War 


Prisoners. 


Jefferson Barracks has civil 
service jobs available for 295 re- 
turned veterans, and can use 
veterans also to replace some of 
the 430 prisoners of. war now work- 
ing at the Barracks. Just how 
many of the jobs now filled by 
prisoners will be desired by 
veterans, the Barracks authorities 
do not know, but some of these 
jobs are fairly desirable, and any 
qualified veteran who wants a 
place now filled by a prisoner may 
have it. 

The 295 regular civil service jobs 
available represent the difference 
between the ceiling number of 


such jobs at the Barracks, 1297, 
and the present number of civi- 
lian employes, 1002. These civilian 
employes are divided between per- 
manent jobholders, who are not 
subject to removal, and temporary 
appointees, not subject to removal 
until six months after the peace 
treaty. Some of the so-called civi- 
lians have seen service in the pres- 
ent war or in World War I. 


Employment Increased. 

Brig. Gen. George D. Shea said 
that “the War Department is 
anxious that all its installations 
shall set an example in employing 
returned veterans.” Employment 
at the Barracks has been increased 
since April from 823 civilian em- 
ployes to the present number of 
1002, with a limit of 1297. In many 
cases, it was announced, it will be 
possible to put veterans to ‘work 
24 hours after they apply. 

Officers said that when non- 
veterans leave their jobs they will 
be replaced by veterans. Tempo- 
rary employes who are taking the 
places of former civilian employes 
at the barracks, who now are in 
the armed services, will be re- 
placed by the veterans when they 
return. 

How much further officers at 
the barracks can go in replacing 
present civil service employes with 
veterans is a question. If, for in- 
stance, the quota of employes 
were to be reduced, under the vet- 
erans’ preference laws the non- 
veterans would be laid off and 
the veterans would stay, even if 
they had been employed for short- 
er periods. Then if the level of 
employment were to be increased 
again, veterans would be hired, un- 
der present plans, rather than the 
non-veteran civilians who former- 
ly held the positions. This would 
result eventually in replacing all 
non-veterans with veterans. 

Some Jobs Undesirable. 

Prisoners of war whose jobs are 
taken by veterans will be sent 
back to prison comps as rapidly 
as possible. Many of them have 
heavy or dirty jobs which are not 
expected to attract the veterans, 
such as road-making or laundry 
work. Some prisoners, however, 
have been working at tasks which 
veterans may desire, and the first 
qualified veterans applying will

Larry Connors, assistant busi- 
ness agent of AFL International 
Association of Machinists, Dis- 
trict 9, said the maintenance men 
belonging to that union did not 
join the walkout, though some of 
them were late in reporting for 
work, through uncertainty as to 
what they were to do. Connors 
said he instructed them to work 
as usual. 

Williams Kimberling, interna- 
tional representative of the union, 
said the management had post- 
poned acting on grievances at all 
local plants unnecessarily. He 
said he had attempted without 
success to get the workers back 
to.their jobs. They resented top 
management leaving the city, he 
continued, without delegating any- 
one to consider the workers’ dis- 
putees. 

Spokesmen_ for the company 
said that approximately 175 work- 
ers failed to report for ‘work, 
some of them due to normal ab 
senteeism. These spokesmen de 
nied that the handling of griev- 
ances was being delayed. They 
said the work stoppage occurred 
when two women were suspended 
for failure to perform slight addi- 
tional duties assigned them by a 
foreman.

Col. Frank R, Cook directed the 
B-32s’ combat tests and was pilot 
on today’s demonstration flight. 
As additional B-32s arrive, they 
will be added to the Far East Air 
Forces’ assaults against Japan, he 
said, carrying “sizable bomb loads 
for long distances at speeds in 
excess of 300 miles an hour.” 

The giant bomber takes off al- 


fully from its tricycle wheels after 
a run of 3500 feet. 

Cook said B-32 strikes had been 
exceedingly accurate against 
bridges, airfields and industrial 
plants. The Formosan town of 
Taito was so completely fired by 
B-32 incendiaries that waves of 
following Liberators withheld 
their bombs. 

Thus far no B-32 has. been 
touched by antiaircraft fire and 
none of the crews has seen any 
Japanese interceptor planes. Lib- 
erator crews, Cook said, can be 
trained to operate the new plane 
successfully in a week’s ground 
school and a week’s flight train- 
ing.

the actual owner and ‘purchasing 
agent of the business received a 
total salary of $80,000 in two years. 
Penalties have not been deter- 
mined. 

A St. Louis area farm machinery 
dealer reported income on $50,000 
for 1943 and 1944, but investigators 
found actually he had gross re- 
ceipts of about $200,000, obtained 
by black market sales. His prac- 
tice was to buy machinery from 
farmers and resell it for as much 
as three times the ceiling price. 
A tax and penalty of $20,000 was 
recommended. 

A rag buying and selling con- 
cern was reported to have under- 
estimated its income by $30,000. 
The firm borrowed from custom- 
ers, but did not list the loans. 
When the loans were repaid, they 
were set down as purchases and 
deducted as a business expense. 
The amount of the penalty was 
not determined, 

The Treasury declined to give 
additional details of the investiga- 
tions or to disclose the names of 
the persons involved, as, so far 
as was known, criminal action 
has not been taken. 

Of the $885,000,000 total, $123,000,- 
000 of additional taxes recommend- 
ed was accounted for by the intel- 
ligence unit, which handles cases 
that involve deliberate fraud and 
in which criminal penalties usual- 
ly are sought.

HE German Army had a choice of three invasion corridors into 
The Belgian plain between Namur and the Dyle, the 
Dinant region north of the Ardennes, and the Sedan area to 


There was nothing to fear on the first, as the panzers would not 
risk getting bogged in the Nethe and Dyle floods. 

The Allies were in strength where they could have been weak. 
They were weak where they should have been strong. 


Behind the Dyle floods, the Bel- 
gian Army was massed from Ant- 
werp to Louvain, and the British 
south of Louvain, This northern 
sector of the front was made even 
stronger by placing Gen. Henri 
Giraud’s army in reserve behind 
Antwerp. 


Dinant and Sedan. 


How was the problem of the 
other two invasion corridors (Di- 
nant and Sedan) settled? 

Gen. Andre Corap’s army was 
ordered to defend the Dinant cor- 
ridor. It was essential that these 
troops be numerous, of good qual- 
ity and there in time. There were 
not enough troops; Gen. Maurice 
Gamelin, the Commander in-Chief, 
stated at the Riom “war-guilt” 
trial that, three divisions instead 
of two were-necessary. The qual- 
ity was not high enough; these 
were reserve (conscript) divisions 
whose anti-tank and anti-aircraft 
equipment was incomplete. And 
finally, they did not arrive in time 
to occupy the Meuse, which the 
enemy crossed without difficulty 
north and south of Dinant., 

Were the arrangements made 
at Sedan any better? No, alas! 
Three reserve divisions were 
placed side by side. That on the 
left wing came from the Corap 
army, and the other two from 
Gen. Charles Hyntziger’s Second 
Army. These divisions were 
made up of the oldest troops, 
poorly led and badly armed. As, 
in addition, their morale was 
deplorable — according to wit- 
nesses at Riom — we can say 
that these divisions were the 
worst in the French Army. And 
they had to hold Sedan, the 
gateway to France! This when 
the French Army had 63 regu- 
lar (professional) divisions avail- 
able. 

Of course, it is true that Mar- 
shal Petain had told the Senate 
Military Affairs Committee: “This 
sector is not dangerous.” 

On the morning of May 10, Gen. 
Huntziger sent his cavalry from 
Sedan and Montmedy across the 
Belgian Ardennes toward the 
southern segment of the Liege- 
Arlon line, with orders to con- 
tact the Belgian forces carrying 
out prearranged demolitions, and 
with them to hold up the enemy's 
advance, 


Only Our Day’s Work.

out? The Belgian Command later |- 
would have}. 


estimated that it 
taken only four days to repair 
them. 

Instead of waiting for our 
cavalry, the four Belgian divisions 
retreated on Namur, leaving the 
way clear for the enemy, Our 
cavalry was forced to retreat to 
the Semois River which the enemy 
reached onthe morning of the 12th, 
Overpowering our units, the Ger- 
man panzers reached the Sedan 
bridgehead on the evening of the 
game day. 

On the morning of the 13th, Gen 
Gamelin was at La Ferte, head- 
quarters of Gen. Alphonse 
Georges, French commander in 
Belgium and northwestern France, 
when the news arrived that the 
enemy was attacking at Sedan. 
Gamelin ordered that there should 
be no withdrawal. 


We had been told that we had 
built a defensive army, but 
where were its arms? 

Where were the minefields 
which should have stopped or 
slowed down the enemy’s prog- 
res Sedan? Where were the 
fighter planes which should 
have been bringing the Stukas 
down? Where was the anti- 
tank and anti-aircraft artillery 
which should have been stop- 
ping the enemy tanks and 
shooting down his bombers? 


Where were the dive-bombers 
which should have been stop- 
ping the panzers? None was 
there, or not enough. 

On the morning of the 14th, 
Gamelin was again at La Ferte 
when Gen. Huntziger (in im- 
mediate command on the Sedan 
sector) telephoned that men 
had been seen leaving their 
strong-points with their hands 
above their heads, and that he 
had given orders that they were 
to be shot. 


Officers who testified at Riom 
said that morale was bad and 
some attributed this to Commun- 
ism. But they also stated that 
even before the offensive, their 
men were not training properly, 
were working badly, and that 
many of them did not salute their 
officers. (This last, clear evi- 
dence of bad morale, since it was 
an incredible breach of discipline 
in the authoritarian French army 
—Ed.) . 

The truth is that Vichy insisted 
that the Riom Court find evidence 
of Communism at the root of the 
military defeat. 


Discipline Bad. 


But there can be no doubt that 
discipline was bad, 

One of the most energetic of 
our senior officers, Gen, Touchon, 
said in substance at Riom: 

“Before the German offensive 
on May 10, whenever I told the 
officers, ‘Beware! Consider what 
happened in Poland; the attack 
will be terrific and will take on 
a new form,’ I could see incredu- 
lous smiles—not only among the 
veterans who remembered Ver- 
dun, but even among the young 
officers. . . . They were all more 
or less contaminated by the idea 
that a continuous front is invul- 
nerable, and that one can feel 
at peace behind concrete.... 


“The sudden revelation came 
as a dreadful surprise. The men 
were stupefied, bombed by Stukas 
whose whistling bombs were per- 
haps more terrifying even than 
destructive, Our = artillerymen 
were stupefied when they saw 
German tanks coming right up 
to the barrels of their guns still 
firing at a target several kilo- 
meters away, Commanding offi- 
cers were stupefied when panzers 
suddenly appeared at their com- 
mand posts as the first intima- 
tion that the front had been 
broken. Quite a different war. 

This testimony raises the ques- 
tion as to how far wavering 
morale in the army—an conse- 
quently in the nation, since the 
soldiers involved were conscripts 
—contributed to defeat. 


Many Factors. 


Without doubt the changed at- 
titude of the Communists after 
the Hitler-Stalin agreement on 
Aug. 23, 1939, was a factor, Gen, 
Gamelin does not consider this 
an important factor in the army. 
The whispering campaign de- 
signed to make France weaken in 
her determination—(“‘Better Hit- 
ler than Stalin” and “Why die 
for Danzig?”)—certainly had a 
far more lowering effect on the 
morale of some sections of the 
bourgeoisie and consequently of 
the reserve officers, (This pow- 
erful campaign was widely be- 
lieved to be the result of direct 
German inspiration.—Ed.) 


However, Billotte, Giraud, 
Blanchard and Corap. (French 
commanders in Belgium and 
northern France) said before the 
offensive that their troops were 
“100 per cent keen and itching 
to go into Belgium.” 

Did aircraft play a vital part 
in the defeat?

St. Louisan Will Dispose of Surplus. 
War Material That Cost 100 Billions 


W. Stuart Symington Takes 
Over Chairmanship That 
Ex-Senator Gillette Found 
Too Tough to Handle— 

| Progress Reported.

WASHINGTON, July 28. 

HEN the Japanese war ends the already 
W rormicaric job of disposing of surplus 

war property will be greatly magni- 
fied. How much this will amount to in 
money is uncertain, but Congress has been 
given estimates of probably 100 billion dol- 
lars in original cost. 

Disposal of this vast emount of property 
is under the jurisdiction of the Surplus 
Property Board established by Congress last 
October, but actually organized and operat- 
ing only since January. In its first exten- 
sive report, filed recently with Congress, 
the board told of substantial progress in the 
establishment of policies and in actually 
setting up disposal operations through vari- 
ous selected agencies. 

Top salesman in this big merchandising 
operation is W. Stuart Symington, St. Louis 
industrialist, appointed by President Tru- 
man to be chairman of the Surplus Prop- 
erty Board. He succeeded former Senator 
Guy M. Gillette of Iowa, the first chairman, 
who resigned July 15 because of the many 
imposing difficulties he had encountered in 
his six months in office. 
$1,400,000,000 Worth, 

Sixth Sold in 10 Months. 

In the first 10 months of its existence 
the board acquired jurisdiction over $1,400,- 
000,000 of property at procurement cost, 
and through its various agencies had sold 
approximately one-sixth. of that amount. 
Food, miscellaneous consumer goods and 
small ships were selling fastest, 

Surplus property takes in just about 
everything that has been acquired by the 
Government for war and is no longer use- 
ful or needed for that purpose. It is land, 
factories, ships, tanks, airplanes, automo- 
biles, trucks, helmets, food, shoes, radios, 
cameras, refrigerators, beds, blankets, pil- 
lows, life rafts, tires, medicines, surgical 
instruments, buttons and thread, and thou- 
sands of other items found in the supply 
depots and warehouses of modern armies 
and navies. 

Eager and perhaps hungry civilians would 
like to grab up lots of this material which 
falls under the designation of consumer 
goods if and when it reaches the channels of 
trade accessible to them, A few cans of 
tomatoes, a sack of sugar, a washing ma- 
chine, a high quality steel saw—these 
would be fast-selling goods if the Army was 
ready to turn them loose in large quantities. 

Comparatively small quantities of the 
most desirable consumer goods have been 
released so far. Until the end of the Japa- 
nese war is more definitely in sight the 
armed services will hold on to large stocks 
of everything they could possibly need. 


Conflicting Pressures 


On Methods of Disposal. 


Conflicting pressures are at work to try 
to influence the manner of disposing of 
these war surpluses. 

On one hand it is being sald that to throw 
into the markets these huge quantities of 
goods will constitute dangerous competition 
with established producers and perhaps ac- 
centuate postwar unemployment. The im- 
plication is that in some way all this prop- 
erty should be eliminated from the national 
economy. 

Against this view are these considera- 
tions: As much as possible of the money 
value of this property should be recovered 
for the United States Treasury to apply on 
reduction of the staggering national debt; 
the consumer goods and raw materials will 
be needed to bring early relief from serious 
shortages; the war plants should be turned 
to peacetime production on the fullest pos- 
sible scale in order to provide employment 
and to hold national income as nearly as 
possible up to existing levels; to discard 
and abandon this property and facilities 
would be wasteful destruction of valuable 
national assets. 

From the standpoint of national welfare, 
therefore, the problem is how to utilize 
this vast store of property so as not to dis- 
rupt but rather to sttmulate the whole econ- 
omy of production and distribution. 

In the opinion of Gillette, the laws en- 
acted by Congress governing the disposi- 
tion of surplus property need considerable 
clarifying to enable the Surplus Property 
Board to operate with the desirable effi- 
clency and expedition.

composed of three members appointed by 
the President, is hedged in by too many

restrictions. It is set up within the Office 
of War Mobilization and Reconversion, 
which means that John W. Snyder of St. 
Louis, the director of that office, if he 
wished, could veto any act of the board. 
Thus, the board, although charged with the 
responsibility for disposing of surplus prop- 
erty, is dénied final authority. 

Gillette points out that provisions of the 
Surplus Property Act and other laws set 


disposal of surplus property as to severely 
limit the discretion of the board. States and 
other political subdivisions and _ tax-sup- 
ported institutions and other non-profit in- 
stitutions must be given the first oppor- 
tunity to buy certain types of supplies. The 
number of units entitled to such preference 
is estimated py Gillette at 285,000. 


Proposal to Put Work 
Under One Administrator. 


The administration of surplus property 
disposal is hampered, also, Gillette says, by 
being under a three-man board, Since 
Gillette’s - resignation President Truman 
has recommended to Congress that a single 
administrator should replace the board, If 
this is done, it is expected Symington will 
be the single administrator, 

For efficient administration of surplus 
property disposal Gillette made these two 
principal recommendations: 

1. That the agency in charge should be 
independent of any other federal agency, 
responsible only to Congress and the Presi- 
dent. 

2. That a single administrator rather 
than a board should be at the head of the 
agency. 

One of the Senate’s closest students of 
surplus property problems, Joseph C. 
O'Mahoney of Wyoming, who is chairman 
of war contracts subcommittee of the Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee, thinks the Surplus 
Property Board has made a good start. 

Senator O'Mahoney highly recommended 
the board's recent statement of policy in- 
tended to give local and independent busl- 
ness interests the advantage in the 
sition of industrial plants which 
longer needed for war purposes.

Selling at ‘Fair Price,’ 


Not to Highest Bidder. 


The law permits sales at a “‘fair’’ price 
rather than to the highest bidder. Under 
this provision the board recommends that 
plants be disposed of so as to contribute to 
free enterprise and to keep them from get- 
ting into the hands of monopolies or of pur- 
chasers who might close them in order to 
prevent competition. Advance negotiation 
for the sale of plants, before they stop war 
production, was reeommended by the board 
to avoid interruption of employment. 

Clumsy or dishonest handling of surplus 
property could encourage monopolies, 
squeeze out l@tle businesses, impose exor- 
bitant prices on the public, and result in 
national scandals. 

As larger quantities of consumer goods 
become available, particularly in the fields 
where shortages now exist, there will be 
keen competition among business concerns 
for these goods. 

One of the problems is to see that small 
businesses are afforded the opportunity to 
get a fair share of such goods. Wheré such 
goods are sold at bargain prices, as they 
will be, a few big merchants, if permitted 
to do so, would grab the entire supply. 

Government-owned war production plants 
including their equipment have cost the 
taxpayers 16 billion dollars. Their pro- 
duction capacity is one-fifth of the country’s 
total, They are for the production of steel, 
aluminum, magnesium, synthetic rubber,

cals and many other commodities and ar- 
ticles contributing to the prosecution of the 
war. 

Until recently most of these plants were 
in full operation, employing hundreds of 
thousands, Now they are being shut down. 
One of the largest to stop production is the 
Ford Willow Run bomber plant in Michigan. 
The Government’s investment in this plant 
exceeds $90,000,000. Just before it closed 
down it employed 22,000 persons. About 
J000 others were employed in other Ford 
plants, making parts for the bombers pro- 
duced in the Wiliow Run plant, and it was 
estimated that approximately 70,000 em- 
ployes of subcontractors were engaged in 
the manufacture of parts and components. 

A Senate subcommittee considered the 
possibility of having this plant retained as 
a standby capable of being devoted again 
to aircraft production. Standing idle, how- 
ever, the plant will not provide substantial 
employment or add to the national produc- 
tion. The problem posed is how to main- 
tain it as a going concern, 


Operation of Plants 


Aim in Most Cases. 


There are similar problems as to many 
other plants. In most cases the objective 


, | will be to seek purchasers who will operate 
up so many priorities and preferences in the | 


the plants, either for the production of the 
goods or materials now being turned out, 
or for some other purpose contributing to 
the national economy, 

Some plants cannot be operated econom- 
ically for the purposes for which they were 
constructed. The $50,000,000 magnesium 
plant at Lake Charles, La., is an example. 
This plant proved to be a failure, After it 
stopped operating, the Defense Plant Corp., 
the owning agency, considered selling some 
of its electric power generators to foreign 
countries. 

Gillette requested that the plant be kept 
intact, hoping that it might be found ac- 
ceptable for some type of chemical industry. 
The confusion over what to do with this 
plant, which has been declared surplus, was 
cited by Gillette in recent Congressional 
hearings as indicating the shortcomings of 
the surplus property laws. 

There has been hesitancy on the part of 
responsible Government officials to declare 
war plants surplus, although they may have 
been shut down for extended periods. As 
long as the Japanese war lasts the possi- 
bility is considered that such plants will be 
again needed, 

When the Surplus Property Board’s re- 
port was filed with Congress in June only 
46 Government-owned war plants had been 
declared surplus. The total cost of these 
46 plants was $102,008,000.

Gillette told a Congressional committee 
that ‘‘whether by accident or design’’ many 
war plants had been located where peace- 
time operation would be uneconomical. He 
thought this was done sometimes with the 
purpose of keeping such plants out of the 
competitive field, 

Under provisions of the law the Surplus 
Property Board has designated the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation as the agency 
to sell or lease surplus war plants, including 
production equipment. These Government- 
owned plants account for large proportions 
of the country’s total capacity for produc- 
ing vital war commodities which also will 
play a large part in peacetime economy— 
98 per cent of synthetic rubber, 90 per cent 
of aircraft and magnesium, and 55 per cent 
of aluminum, 

The Senate Small Business Committee 
has devoted extensive hearings to the ques- 
tion of disposal of these plants on the as- 
sumption that they should be kept out of 
the hands of monopolies and should be made 
available, as far as possible, to independent 
and smaller concerns, which would contrib- 
ute to the expansion of business. 

Concerning this problem, the Surplus 
Board said in its recent report: ‘Disposi- 
tion of these facilities will answer the ques- 
tion, What kind of economy is America 
going to have in the future? Speed in dis- 
posal must be subordinated to care and

“You have got to face the fact,” 
he said, “that the German people 
are not adapted to the sort of de- 
mocracy which exists in Britain 
and America. The German people 
are different from the British and 
American peoples. They like to 
be governed—they like to feel au- 
thority.” 


Huey a Potential Hitler. 


Forgetfulness can lead to folly. 
It would be well for us to remem- 
ber that we, too, have been men- 
aced, As late as 1935—only yester- 
day—America had a narrow es- 
cape from a potential Hitler in 
Huey Long. A survey of the 
initial chapters of their respective 
struggles for power shows Huey 
was even more successful than 
Hitler in establishing his domina- 
tion over a region—in America as 
Germany the essential first step 
to dictatorship—and was girding 
himself to make a major bid for 
national control, 

When Hitler’s 1923 putsch fiz- 
zlied out in the Munich bierstube, 
he realized that he must develop 
a hard core of support in Bavaria 
before reaching out for pan-Ger- 
man leadership. His next few 
years had plenty of grime and 
grovel as he built the National 
Socialist party on “Mein Kampf’s” 
torrid hates and muddy argu- 
ments. Outside Bavaria the par- 
ty’s strength oscillated violently 
with inflation and depression. In 
the 1931 election it fell so low that 
it was predicted that the Nazis no 
longer menaced the Weimar re- 
public,

Before we are too sure that “it 
can't happen here,” we had better 
look more carefully at this polit- 
ical phenomenon.

At first Louisianans 
looked on him as a new style of 
boss; soon they found that dicta- 
tor was the word. 

This country has had a long ex- 
perience with bosses,’ knows their 
techniques of power politics, their 
addiction to “honest graft” and 
straight-out stealing, their rule of 
“addition, division and silence.” 
But Huey was of a different breed 
from the Tweeds, Big Bill Thomp- 
sons and Tom Pendergasts, whom 
the people seemed to regard as 
boils on the body politic, that 
could be lanced when unendur- 
able, 

The day after Long’s death, 
Champ Clark’s son-in-law, James 
M. Thomson, publisher of the New 
Orleans Item, said that, “for over 
a year past, Long has been put- 
ting laws on the statute books 
which seemed to make it impos- 
sible to overthrow his dictator- 
ship except by revolution.” 

Had this rabble-rousingt genius 
lived, could he have overcome 
strictly American handicaps like 
continental expanse and sectional 
division that Hitler didn’t have 
to cope with? Huey had found 
the way to the hearts of the Deep 
South's distressed and discontent- 
ed. Would he have hit on a 
national formula as effective as 
the sectional one he worked se 
well?

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Industrial Germany—Still a Menace 


Have we or have we not won the war in Ger- 
many? A detailed study of our economic as 
well as our political plans for the Reich justi- 
fies dark fears that we are drifting into many 
of the mistakes made last time, when the vic- 
torious powers went their separate selfish ways. 
It justifies fears that we may be manufacturing 
some new and equally disastrous errors. 


We have been adept in the military arts that 
lead to triumph in the field. We seem to be 
inept at forging our successes into a firm and 
fast peace, 

We know—and are reminded by the Kilgore 
committee, the Department of Justice and the 
record of German conquest—that the German 
dream of domination is not dead. We know 
what the High Command, the Junkers, German 
industrialists, and especially their economic fifth 
columnists abroad, are counting on, 


They are basing their long-range plans on the 
weakness of the democracies in dealing with de- 
feated peoples, on a split between a Russian 
zone in the East and the Europe of the West, 
with Britain and the United States backing up 
the Western bloc in an attempt to curb the 
Soviet Union. They bank on such a sharp divi- 
sion of Big Three leadership that the seeds of 
German will to power can grow again, both at 
home and abroad. 


A Unified Policy Needed 


There is an excellent chance for that to come 
about unless a four-power policy for economic 
control of the Reich is worked out immediately. 
Russia is breaking up landed estates and decen- 
tralizing German industries in her zone. Less 
effective measures have been applied in the 
Western zones. The essential unity, not just of 
Germany, but of the Continent, demands far 
more sweeping methods. 

The reparations agreement now being worked 
out on the basis of a secret Yalta formula should 
not be mistaken, as it may be, for joint economic 
policy, especially in view of its appalling unfair- 
ness to France. 

Failure to set up a rearmament detection and 
prevention board, such as the Brookings Insti- 
tution recommends, with international commis- 
sions to control coal, communications, transpor- 
tation and certain strategic industries, can very 
well divide the victors and lose the peace. Joint 
policy, on the other hand, can be that bridge of 
friendship between Russia and the West with- 
out which United Nations accord will fail. 


Then what have we to offer as joint policy? 
The United States does have a complete, highly 
developed blueprint for Germany. It is the 
Morgenthau plan, which is in no way so extreme 
as the early reports indicated. It has been ap- 
proved by an interdepartmental committee in 
Washington, passed on to the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff and given as a directive to Gens. Eisen- 
hower and Clay. 

The program calls for getting rid of excess 
German capacities to prepare for and wage war, 
while maintaining such German industry as will 
be needed to balance the civilian economy of 
Europe. It is fair and sound in this respect. 


The idea is to destroy German self-sufficiency 
—in aircraft, heavy industry, synthetic oil, alloy 
steel, chemicals and those cereal “war bread” 
grains that have always been ridiculously ex- 
pensive to produce—to give Germany at once a 
more sensible, economical way of living, and to 
make Germany dependent, as is the rest of Eu- 
rope, on trade with its neighbors. 


Still Too Much Secrecy 


But it takes something more than blueprints 
to build peace, control the Reich, keep Europe 
safe and the big powers in future accord. Not 
only do we lack joint policy, but there are a 
number of things wrong with the workings of 
what policy we have. 

In the first place, our economic plan for Ger- 
many should be a public plan instead of a hush- 
hush conspiracy distorted by news leaks, gossips 
and whispers. The surest way to lead the Amer- 
ican people into lack of interest in and lack of 
responsibility for the future of Germany is to 
build that future in the dark. The plan that ex- 
ists—Directive 1067-6—cannot be policed in its 
operation or guarded in its execution unless it 
is carried out in the intense and scrutinizing 
light of public opinion. 

In the second place, the plan is a headless 
horseman so long as we ban political activity in 
Germany; so long as we suppress instead of en- 
couraging those liberal anti-Nazi elements that 
we must one day call upon to form a provisional 
government. By permitting industrialists to go 
on operating under our supervision, at the same 
time snuffing out all concomitant political ac- 
tivity, we build back to power the very group 
the Kilgore committee calls “‘the principal cus- 
todians of Germany’s plans for future war.” 


In the third place, there is serious doubt that 
the right kind of people are in charge of carry- 
ing out our policy. This has been true to some 
extent throughout the war. The Office of Stra- 
tegic Services, charged with the specialized task 
of political and economic research in foreign 
countries, was shot through with men on leave 
from House of Morgan interests, the Schroeder 
Trust Co., Sullivan and Cromwell, E. I. du Pont 
de Nemours, the Mellon National Bank and 
similar concerns whose pre-war contacts with 
German industry and German cartels were 
scarcely calculated to give them a “‘tough peace” 
point of view. 


Holdovers From Old Days 


There are American monopolists and cartelists 
in important positions in the technical industrial 
disarmament committees now advising FEA 
about cartel-smashing in Germany. 


These are important chiefly as indicating an 
established trend. Far more seriously, there are 
at least a dozen men on the staff of our Group 
Control Council in Germany who come from 
American companies closely affiliated with the 
elaborate German industrial pattern that was 
setsup expressly for the purpose of gearing 
science and production to “master race” con- 
quest. Among these men are: 


Frederick Gaethke, whose Group Control Coun- 


cil jurisdiction is over mines, minerals and fuel. 
He has been with Anaconda Copper Co. since 
1925, and was for many years in charge of Ana- 
conda properties in Upper Silesia. 

Philip P. Clover, who heads the Oil Section 
under Gaethke, was with Standard Oil in the 
Far East for a time; then, from 1935 on, in Ger- 
many and Spain for the Socony Vacuum Co. 


Charles H. Powel, who heads the Electrical 
and Radio Branch of the Council, He was in 
charge of foreign engineering activities for West- 
inghouse. (Westinghouse entered a cartel agree- 
ment for the division of export markets.) 


Peter Hoglund, chief of the Conversion and 
Liquidation Branch, who was head of Opel, the 
$35,000,000 General Motors works in Germany. 


Walter L. Snelling, who will control the Ger- 
man chemical industry. He holds more than 100 
patents on chemical processes and products, in- 
cluding various oil-cracking methods. ‘ 


Brig. Gen. Mark Sundstrom and Kenneth 
Stockton, advisers to the council, who were vice 
presidents of the I. T. & T. subsidiary in Eu- 
rope and sat on its board of directors with Lt. 
Gen. Kurt von Schroeder of the German Schroe- 
der Bank and the SS Corps, 


In Clash of Loyalties 


Without impugning the patriotism of any one 
of these men, and others working with them, let 
it be observed that their work must surely suffer 
from divided loyalties—loyalty to their own fi- 
nancial interests and investments in the Reich, 
and loyalty to a program for smashing, dispersing 
and decentralizing German industry wherever it 
is geared to over-production for war. 


If for no other reason than that men who have 
long been on friendly terms with German in- 
dustrial wizards must find it difficult to get 
tough with them, it would seem wise to staff the 
Control Council with those who have technical 
skill and know-how in strategic industries with- 
out such questionable associations. 


There is another policy matter in connection 
with plans for Germany that does not affect the 
American zone immediately, but which warns of 
trouble in working out a joint program. What 
Sumner Welles refers to as “‘that traditional and 
cherished British policy called balance of power” 
is fermenting in many English industrial circles. 


British interests dominate the German coal 
syndicate, and coal is the principal key to the 
feeding of Europe this winter. Yet British cir- 
cles, fearing they will lose their market for 
Welsh coal in Northern France, want all possi- 
ble fuel for Ruhr industries, in the British zone. 


The Attlee Government may not pursue a pol- 
icy so inimical to French interest. It may favor 
stern economic terms for Germany, in decentral- 
ization of war-geared production capacity in 
chemicals, alloy steels, aluminum (an important 
brass substitute in Germany), synthetic oil and 


‘similar strategic industries. 


On the other hand, the Attlee Government may 
accept the “reparations in kind” argument that 
Germany industry in the British zone should be, 
as the London Times argues, reconstructed “to 
the highest point compatible with the military 
security of Western Europe” and put to work 
producing for England and the war on Japan. 


Not Smashed in War 


The Manchester Guardian is also pressing for 
such a policy. It is supported by English friends 
of the Duesseldorf industrialists, and by anti- 
Russian elements in England who want to stake 
out an economic stronghold for Britain on the 
Continent. In other words, British policy is not 
clear. It is weak in execution and dangerous in 
its vacillation. 


In spite of the fact that England and Germany 
are natural industrial competitors, British invest- 
ments in Germany are heavy and the temptation 
to get the most out of them—even at the risk of 
leaving a dangerously strong Germany—seems 
to be increasingly persuasive. 


All this is dangerous business in the face of 
actual and potential industrial strength in Ger- 
many. Destruction is not so widespread as has 
been popularly believed. Bombing was only 
strategic in many areas. True, much of the Ruhr 
industry is badly smashed. But looting, exploita- 
tion and mass murder in other countries of Eu- 
rope kept the Germans strong, well-fed and rig- 
idly organized. It might be well to remember 
what Gen, Otto von Stuelpnagel, ruler of France 
for four years, wrote in a secret General Staff 
memorandum in the fall of 1943: 

What does a provisional defeat matter to 
us if, because of the destruction of man- 
power and material which we will have been 
able to inflict on our enemies and neighbor- 
ing territories, we have obtained a margin 
of economic and demographic superiority 
greater than before 1939? The conquest of 
the world will require numerous stages, but 
the essential is that the end of each stage 
brings us to an economic and industrial 
potential greater than that of our enemies. 


Our Dangerous Enemies 


What we need, obviously, Is strong policy, well 
publicized so that the men in charge of carry- 
ing it out. can be judged on the basis of each 
performance. We need a program upon which 
Russia, Great Britain, the. United States and 
France can agree. 


When Drew Middleton reports to the New 
York Times that “it is intended to maintain Ger- 
man industry to a surprising degree” in the 
American zone; when it is reported that I. T. & T.’s 
big plants are going almost full blast—then it 
is proper to ask questions and expect answers. 
where there is Continental need for German 
production, there is no reason to wipe it out of 
existence. But there is reason to control it far 
more stringently than we seem to be doing. 


Our arch-enemies are not just Nazis, the Gen- 
eral Staff and the brutes who ran the concentra- 
tion camps. Our lasting enemies are the Ger- 
man industrialists, who caught us sleeping after 
the last war and brought upon us the one we 
have just finished fighting. If we intend to ful- 
fill our world obligation, incurred by that fight, 
then we must share with our allies a program 
that has guts, a common purpose and our whole- 
hearted support!

Why Veterans Are Bitter 


The Mirror 


of 
Public Opinion 


Wide gulf exists between soldiers and civilians, sociologist says, be- 
cause war was far off and few at home know what fightjng meant; 
returning men feel lonely, frustrated and unfairly treated; writer 
warns that they must be given “a fair chance in a good society.’

No man can fight in a war without being 
changed by that experience. Veterans are 
glad to come home, but they come home 
angry. A do-nothing optimism with regard 
to veterans will be a fatal error. Let us 
begin to face facts by realizing that many 
veterans are bitter—and that they are in 
large part justified in their bitterness, 


Naturally, not every veteran is bitter, at 
least not in any obvious way. Human na- 
ture displays an endless variability, and 
there are millions of veterans. But enough 
veterans—especially men who have been in 
combat—nourish a smoldering anger to give 
a tone to the entire group, 


May React Abnormally 


Partly because the fighting has taken 
place so far from our shores, the soldier 
and the civilian have grown apart during 
the war. The veteran, benumbed to apathy 
while he sweated out the war, may react to 
commonplace incidents of civilian life with 
an intensity that seems abnormal to those 
who have stayed at home. Civilians are 
constantly touching off the; hidden booby- 
traps of anger in the veteran. 


Because the United States is so far re- 
moved from the struggle, the wedge be- 
tween soldiers and civilians has driyen 
deeper than in any other nation. England, 
France, Russia, China, Italy, Germany and 
Japan have had their cities bombed and ci- 
vilians have shared the _ soldier’s hard- 
ships. As for America, the burden of war, 
emotional and physical, has fallen upon the 
fighting man alone. 

To the soldier, the war has been an all- 
pervasive, terrifying, night-and-day reality 
-~365-day-a-year taskmaker controlling his 
life completely. To the civilian, it has 
meant only a small number of minor inter- 
ruptions in the general routine of business 
and pleasure as usual. 


The civilian talks loosely and foolishly 
about the over-all course of the war. The 
combat man talks about what he knows in 
the jargon of his specialization. He does not 
enjoy talking to civilians about the war; 
they do not make much sense to him. Be- 
cause he has seen war at first-hand, while 
these others have not, he is removed from 
them. He stands aside and thinks of his 
buddies; he misses them and is embittered 
toward al] others. 


Civilians Don’t Understand 


The civilian, cut off from the struggle, 
reads about it, hears about it, talks about 
it, sees movies of it and knows everything 
about it—except what it’s like to be in a 
war and to fight it. Armed conflict is an 
experience which no man, however gifted, 
can convey to others. 


The veteran must begin civilian life by 
unlearning and trying to forget all that has 
been so brutally beaten into him. Let no 
one under-estimate the forge that is war 
and the sledge of battle that has hammered 
him into different form. The terrible urgen- 
cies behind his soldier habits have gone, but 
the habits remain. 


The veteran comes back with the war be- 
hind him and the need to change back to 
what he once was, It is not easy to leave 
the war behind or to unlearn the habits 
that have been months and years in the 
making. Economically, the veteran is ata 
disadvantage. Socially, he is out of place. 


The closer the veteran comes to home, 


the more he realizes the immensity of his 
problem, Civilian life seemed easy and won- 
derful in his dreams—home with people he 
loves, a good job, the soft comfort of a life 
free from commands and danger, a chance 
to get ahead, to be his own boss. When his 
odyssey is completed and the Golden Gate 
or the Statue of Liberty is in sight, his 
emotion reaches its highest peak. 


But after the first exultation is over, the 
reaction sets in. He has wanted civilian 
life so badly, has idealized it so much; that 
it cannot possibly measure up to his hopes. 


The Rewards Are Scanty 


In battle, he waged a co-operative climac- 
tic struggle for survival, knowing the great- 
est comradeship that men ever experience, 
Now, in peace, he must make his way alone. 
There are no clearly defined enemies, few 
completely trustworthy friends. He must 
endure alone the slow, nagging competition 
of civilian strife. 


Look about you and note how poorly the 
service man fares in competition with civil- 
ians even now. How much more beyond 
civilian clothes and a few days of celebra- 
tion will his maximum separation pay buy? 


Veterans who attempt college under the 
provisions of the GI Bill, considered boun- 
tiful, will find their living allowance piti- 
fully small, especially the married ones. As 
for the pensions of the disabled, would you 
like to sell a leg or an arm or that right 
eye which you sometimes wager jestingly 
at the going rates? Our men may be the 
highest-paid fighters in the world, but 
would you change your job for theirs? 


You say, civilian, that this is no affair of 
yours? Perhaps your share of the responsi- 
bility is small, but the nation has used these 
men for the collective purpose, used them, 
used them up, to make you safe and pros- 
perous. The veterans of this war are the 
one-ninth of the population whom the other 
eight-ninths have used to fight a war. 


Capacity for Idealism 


Because he has given so much and others 
so little, the veteran is often bitter. Do not 
doubt the reality of that bitterness—and do 
not misinterpret it. In most men, it is the 
bitterness of frustrated idealism, of altru- 
ism imposed upon. 

Give the veteran a fair chance in a good 
society, and his bitterness will turn into de- 
votion. Implicit in the returning veteran 
is a capacity for idealism which may be a 
great dynamic of social betterment in the 
future world we are planning. 


Give him a chance to get wisdom, to 
learn to distinguish between good causes 
and bad, and then let him have his way 
with the world. Give him a chance, and 
he will not forget, nor ever want to forget, 
that, as Justice Holmes put it, in his youth 
his heart was touched with fire. 

Deny him his chance, neglect him, de 
fraud his wounded comrades, discriminate 
against him in industry, give him the run- 
around, and he will prove to be a dangerous 
man in the years ahead,

Book on Our Mass Production 
Misses Some Important Facts 


“Masters of Mass Production,’’ by Christy Borth, 

(Bobbs-Merrili Co., Indianapolis. ) 

There are several exciting stories to be 
written about the marvel of American mass 
production. One is its full history, begin- 
ning with Paul Revere’s copper-rolling 
process, Jeremiah Wilkinson’s nail-heading 
device, Eli Terry’s $5 Connecticut clock and 
muskets with inter- 
changeable parts. 

Another story is the amazing conversion 
of American industry in the present war 
from figurative plowshares to swords. In 
1939, a few shops were struggling with un- 
profitable “educational” orders from the 
War Department; five years later, the 
United States was out-producing the entire 
war-girt world. There can be no doubt 
that this incredible expansion was a pri- 
mary factor in the American victory. 

Unfortunately, Borth has done little more 
than hint at either of these stories. His 
book suffers from itg biographical ap- 
proach. Seeking to depict the achievements 
of Knudsen, Kahn, Johansson, Kreuger and 
other “masters of mass production,” he 
veers forward and backward in chronology, 
and fails to establish any but the most ten- 
uous relationship among such aspects of 
hig subject as production engineering, pre- 
cision advances, mechanical development 
and metallurgical contributions, 

- * * 

Nevertheless, the book is full of interest- 
ing material. One point is the continued 
give and take between the development of 
the gun and the internal combustion en- 
gine. Both, of course, employ the same 
principle of expanding gas. The author 
also gives a relatively complete history of 
the jeep, that contraption-of-all-work be- 
loved of privates and Generals alike, 
Among the more interesting people who 
appear in his pages is Albert Kahn, apostle 
of reinforced concrete and architect both 
of Willow Run and of the Dzerzhinsky 
tractor plant in Stalingrad. 

Some readers may be amused by Borth’s 
repeated panegyrics on unrestricted com- 
petition as the motivating force behind the 
mass-production miracles—particularly 
since he also praises the exchange of pro- 
duction secrets and similar co-operation 
among automobile manufacturers, airplane 
builders and other industrialists in the 
switch-over from peace to war.

Characteristically, and as ex- 
pected, the eighteen editors came 
home and told their stories. Most 
of them used their, newspapers 
and magazines to spread the tale 
of horror. Many of these reports 
Were subsequently reprinted in 
booklets. Some of the editors 
broadcast their accounts from 
public platforms and by radio. 

Here in St. Louis, readers will 
recall, Joseph Pulitzer, editor of 
the Post-Dispatch, gave an ex- 
tended report of what he saw and 
what he thought about it. He 
spoke before a joint session of the 
Missouri legislature and took part 
in a mass meeting program in 
New York. 


He divided the German war 
criminals into four groups — the 
Gestapo, the SS. (Hitler's elite 
guard), German financiers and in- 
dustrialists, and the German Gen- 
eral Staff—and said:

Passionate Solicitude. 


William L. Chenery, publisher 
of Collier’s, reflects that he 
“should have known the passion- 
ate solicitude with which people 
of the United States awaited in- 
formation on the behavior of the 
Germans toward political, racial, 
religious and military prisoners.” 
On arrival home, he found him- 
self in “a tired daze of making 
speeches.”

I have 
talked to all grades of Americans 
and with one single exception 
their questions have all been the 
same. That sole exception was 
an America Firster, an old per- 
sonal] friend, who asked, as I went 
to a large meeting of New York 
journalists, if I intended ‘to tell 
lies’ about the Germans. 


‘Impossible to Exaggerate.’ 


“I told him that unhappily it was 
not possible to exaggerate... Only 
since I have returned and have 
talked to Americans who had 
friends or relatives in the concen- 
tration camps have I become able 
fully to comprehend the story.” 
Chenery published his principal 
report in Collier’s June 16. 


“I am sure,” he remarks, “that

Ideas Crystallized.

NOW IT CAN BE TOLD 
How England Prepared to Resist an Invasion 


Nazis Did Not Try Because They Could Not Have Succeeded— 
British Better Fixed Defensively Than World Knew

LONDON, July 28 (AP). 


HE way from Dunkerque to 
victory was just as haggard 
and hazardous as Prime Min- 
ister Churchill had promised it 
would be, but however vulnerable 
this country once appeared, Hitler 
did not risk an invasion because, 
in authoritative military opinion 
here, it would have failed. 

When France fell and 250,000 


men of the British Army retreat- 
ed from the beaches, 
wondered why Hitler paused, why

Here again, the nation got going 


quickly and by fall had one com- 


plete armored division which, 
however, was sent to Africa in 
line with Churchill’s decision to 
hold that arterial highway of the 
British Empire at any price. But 
training in this branch of warfare 
continued intensively and by win- 
ter there were sufficient armored 
units to weld them into divisions. 


Lack of Anti-Aircraft. 


The B.E.F. in France lost virtu- 
ally all its anti-aircraft equipment, 
London’s anti-aircraft defenses 
even included one ack-ack gun 
from the last war. It was taken 
from the Imperial War Museum 
and mounted on Westminster 
bridge over the Thames, Obsoles- 
cent guns were wheeled onto Wa- 
terloo bridge as well. The battery 
commander on Westminster bridge 
had orders to stop firing when he 
saw that it was doing more harm 
to civilians than to the enemy. 

The commander of one ack-ack 
artillery site in north London said 
that when the first German inva- 


sion scare came in the summer of | 


1940, his 420 men had 12 rifles 
among them, five rounds of am- 
munition each and one Lewis gun, 
That was when German parachute 
troops were expected at any mo- 
ment, 


In the main, Home Guard 
weapons were few and crude: 
Every kind of obtainable rifle, 
odd Lewis guns, Molotoy cock- 
tails, every species of sticky 
bomb, old-fashioned mortars and 
amateurish anti-tank guns. Some 
had pikes and axes and some 
drilled with wooden guns. But 
the guard grew into a staunch 
arm of defense, and by March lI, 
1948, attained an enrollment of 
1,790,000, of whom 120,000 were 
anti-aircraft personnel, 

Over all the country, defenses 
sprang up with great speed. In 
organizing defense in depth mili- 
tary authorities had, as they put 
it, to be “quite ruthless.” 

“People naturally didn’t like it 
when we went into their homes 
and said we should have to put a 
pillbox in their drawing room, but 
it had to be done,” said one of the 
officers who worked on defense, 


The Britons themselves were 
fooled by some of their camou- 
flaged defenses. An information 
booth in ‘Trafalgar Square, a 
newsstand near Westminster Ab- 
bey, a suburban grocery, a tobacco 
shop, a curiosity shop near a 
bridge on a high road through 
Middlesex, a dummy garage on 
the Cornish coast—all these were 
designed as points of resistance. 


Guerrilla Training. 


Another pillar of defense was an 
underground organization embody- 
ing thousands of spies and guer- 
rillas schooled to work and fight 
behind German lines if Britain 
was invaded. Central military 
headquarters ruled such groups, 
which recruited office and factory 
workers, clerks, taxi drivers, farm- 
ers, business and professional men. 

In the far highlands of Scotland, 
Sheep herders and farmers from 
the very beginning had their own 
special “bush telegraph.” 

Women’s riding club members 
patrolled the downs and moors. 
London girls formed rifle clubs. 


“Had we lost the battle of 
Britain, the Germans would have 
landed here, or have tried to, but 
it would have been no pushover 
for them,” an officer commented. 
“What this war has proved all 
along is that you can’t land on a 
well-defended shore unless you 
have complete air superiority— 
and the Germans never had 
that.” 


They would have lacked naval as 
well as air superiority. Even Field 
Marshal Karl von Rundstedt, after 
his capture, acknowledged much 
the same, Other German com- 
manders conceded that the flanks 
of a German invasion force would 
have been exposed to the superior 
strength of the Royal Navy. 


Air Battle of Britain. 


For years to come Britons will 
argue whether the German 1940 
air attacks really prevented inva- 
sion, 

Some say so flatly, others ap- 
pend qualifications. The Air Min- 
istry merely says the raids on Lon- 
don were one of Germany’s biggest 
blunders. 

Had the Germans, instead of 
aiming their blitz at London, con- 
tinued their hammering of fighter 
fields, it is pretty widely agreed 


hower said, that all members of 
the German General Staff, all 
members of the SS, all members 
of the Gestapo, all Nazi party offi- 
cials, be punished.

Editors’ Report. 


That report, dated Paris, May 5, 
said in part: 

“For these crimes the German

The Battle of Britain, by official 
record, started on Aug. 8, 1940. 
But it was the strong daylight as- 
sault on London Sept. 7 that at- 
tracted the world’s attention. 

The British fighter command 
was then at its weakest, but the 
battle also left German air power 
at its lowest. Except for one other 
attack on Sept. 15, the Germans 
did not return in the daylight to 
attack London in strength, Heavy 
casualties obliged the foe _ to 
change to night tactics. 

The total of German aircraft 
shot down between June 17 and 
Sept. 21 stood at 2307 planes 
against 591 British. 

Spokesmen for the Alr Minis- 
try and other services say the 
Germans never attempted a full- 
scale invasion, but that there 
was no doubt they intended to 
do so, and that they had drawn 
invasion maps of British coun- 
ties and cities. 

That is why officials were puz- 
zled over the Luftwaffe’'s fixation 
on London in 1940 and 1941, On 
the basis of German invasion 
plans, it was considered that their 
best strategy would have been to 
increase attacks on airfields, ports 
and Channel convoys and destroy 
the efficiency of the fighter or- 
ganization. Instead, they were be- 
ing steadily mauled themselves. 
The world wondered how § the 
R.A.F. could do it. There were 
even rumors that Britain was left 
with only seven fighters, or at the 
best two squadrons. 


R.A.F. Strength in 1940. 


Figures just made known out- 
line the facts: 

In early June of 1940, Britain 
had 45 fighter squadrons; by Aug. 
10, fifty-five squadrons; on Nov. 
3, fifty-nine squadrons. The size 
of those squadrons still is a se- 
cret. The Air Ministry says only 
that squadron strength varied 
a great deal, and that-when the 
breakdown finally is permitted, 
their strength will be revealed as 
impressive. 

The air force, as well as the 
ground service, was called upon 
to reinforce the Middle East, but 
however dark the outlook, the 
R.A.F. never was forced to use 
obsolete equipment. The Battle 
of Britain was fought chiefly with 
Spitfires and Hurricanes and all 
equipment was up to date, Older 
craft were utilized as night fight- 
ers “in some cases simply to get 
them off the ground where they 
might have been destroyed during 
enemy attack,” 


When the invasion threat was 
imminent, the coasts were 
ringed with a land and sea pe- 
troleum flame barrage which 
would have given the invaders 
a fiery reception. 

When this was disclosed re- 
cently it recalled the old rumors 
that the R.A.F. set the Channel 
afire in 1940 to prevent an at- 
tempted invasion. What really 
happened—according to the best 
information, most of it official 
—was that the Germans were 
caught by the R.A.F. in inva- 
sion rehearsals at Cherbourg 
and numerous other places along 
the European coast. For six 
weeks, the R.A.F. bombed Ger- 
man airfields and_ invasion 
ports, sinking hundreds of 
barges and setting the resultant 
oil slicks afire by exploding 
bombs, The suggestion that the 
_R.A.F. poured oil on the water _

Second Invasion Scare. 

When the Germans went over 
to night bombing it meant they 
had given up invasion for the time 
being. But after Japan entered 
the war and everything appeared 
to be going wrong for the Allies 
everywhere, British military au- 
thorities thought Hitler might con- 
sider it a lucky moment to spare 
some troops from other fronts to 
assault England. But by then the 
defenses were strong. 

If the Germans had invaded, 
the War Office, Air Ministry, Ad- 
miralty and Parliament would 
have followed pre-conceived plans 
for emergency operations and 
evacuation of at least some de- 
partments, 

The government twice prepared 
to leave London, at the time of 
the invasion scare and again when 
the V-weapons came, and some 
sections of the services actually 
did move out in the early part of 
the war. 

Only administrative branches 
were transferred, however, and 
vital operations would have re- 
mained, deep underground if nec- 
essary. 

Part of the Admiralty shifted 
to Bath, famed watering place; 
some of the War Office sections 
moved to Cheltenham, another 
celebrated spa, which later became 
a great base for the American 
army. 

Two sites, one in the Midlands 
and the other in Wales, were 
chosen where the House of Com- 
mons might have functioned in 
1940 and 1941. Again, when the 
V-bomb bombardments were on, 
a scheme was developed to move 
Parliament to Stratford-on-Avon 
where Commons would have met 
in the Shakespeare Memorial The- 
ater. 


American Invitation. 


I learned authoritatively that 
Washington, in Britain’s worst 
time, invited the British Govern- 
ment to evacuate its fleet to the 
United States if it so wished, but 
Churchill declined, taking the 
stand consistently that the nation 
would fight it out here no matter 
how tough the going. 

It was learned on equally good 
authority that the Government 
never considered moving’ to 
Canada, 

When the flying bombs came 
over in the summer of 1944, con- 
siderable war. work went under- 
ground and the evacuation of 
London civilians who were not es- 
sential to the war effort became 
greater than it was in the old 
blitz days. But again important 
operational services held on and 
Parliament met, although under 
terrifying conditions. 


The Government expected the 
rocket attacks on London would 
be worse than they were. This 
was shown not only by the plans 
to move out Parliament, but also 
by the fact that authorities did 
not open shelters in the capital 
until the V-2 was launched. 

American detachments in Lon- 
don similarly stuck to their jobs 
through the V-weapon attacks and 
some business was transacted in 
quarters which afforded slight 
protection, 

If the Pas de Calais and other 
V-weapon launching sites had not 
been captured when they were, a 
much more extensive evacuation 
of London admittedly would have 
been necessary.

Coalition’s Program. 

The political coalition has pro- 
Claimed its program, which in- 
cludes as objectives the establish- 
ment of the basis for a demo- 
cratic state and the achievement 
of the freedoms, not of religion, 
of expression and of information, 
but of “spirit and thought,” in- 
cluding “religious conviction.” 

Except in Berlin, where they 
have taken over sectors previous- 
ly occupied by Russian troops, 
neither the Americans nor the 
British have so far permitted any 
political activity in the zones 
which they occupy. 

A number of editorial writers 
and radio commentators in this 
country are vehemently demand- 
ing that the United States should 
immediately follow the Russian 
example. Some sincerely believe 
that the German people are fully 
qualified to practice democracy 
without a moment’s delay. An- 
other element consists of that 
school which seems to think that 
all policies pursued by the Soviet 
Union are necessarily desirable 
and that the Government of the 
United States should invariably 
follow the Russian line. 


Supports U. S. Policy. 


I am convinced, however, that 
the policy so far pursued within 
the American zone is not only 
wise,-but, in fact, essential as a 
matter of future security. I be- 
lieve that course should be per- 
sisted in for some time. 

W; must remember that in 1918 
the German people were given the 
chance to make democracy work. 
There were many reasons why 
the experiment failed. But the 
chief reason why it failed so dis- 
astrously was because the Ger- 
man people nad no belief in and 
no national aptitude for democ- 
racy. 

We must also appraise the pres- 
ent situation within Germany. 


There have been as yet no 
trials of German war criminals. 
Considerable time must yet 
elapse before even the leading 
criminals can be sentenced. Will 
it help to create any real Ger- 
man democracy if political par- 
ties are set up before the 
masses of the German people 
see that those responsible for 
the second world war and for 
Gcrmany’s’ atrocities receive 
fitting punishment? 

Except perhaps by the Russi- 
ans in Berlin, little has yet been 
done to purge Nazi party mem- 
bers from the professional, in- 
dustrial and financial life of the 
country. Nazis, military and nav- 
al officers and pan-Germans of 
every variety will seek for a 
long time to retain, or to secure 
under some new guise, positions 
of control. Is it desirable that 
political parties be established 
before any assurance can be had 
that such Germans as these will 
not infiltrate into the structure 
of the new parties? 


Unsettled Situation. 


Germany will next winter suf- 
fer serious shortages in food, fuel 
and raw materials, Is any healthy 
political life going to grow up in 
Germany if it is brought into be- 


ing at a moment when the major- 
ity of the German people are not 
only shell-shocked but also cold, 
undernourished and unemployed? 

Is it possible for any construc 
tive political activities to be un- 
dertaken by the German people 
before they learn where Germany's 
future frontiers are to be and 
what ig to be exacted from them 
in the form of reparation? “Can 
any real German parties be formed 
before it is decided whether the 
future Germany is to be a Ger- 
many in which political centraliza- 
tion in Berlin is to be abolished, 
and in which political and eco- 
nomic autonomy is to be returned 
to the historic German states, or 
whether another centralized Ger- 
man Reich is to be permitted? 

Each of the four major powers 
occupying Germany can, of course, 
create artificial parties which may 
be called German. Such parties, 
while they last, will naturally 
serve the interests of their foreign 
sponsors. But they will not re- 
spond to any German inspiration. 
Germans y Not Ready. 

Is it conceivable that under the 
conditions above described the 
German people can at present 
build up political parties which 
will really tend to further desir- 
able German ideals or which can 
advance the ultimate e 
ment of a true and peaceful Gane) 
man democracy ? 


The United States went to war 
against Germany to preserve the 
liberties in which the American 
people believe, and permanently 
to crush both Hitlerism 
German miiltarism. It did not 
go to war to liberate the Ger- 
man people. Every shred of evi- 
dence which has come out of 
Germany shows conclusively 
that a great majority of the 
German people supported both 
the German general staff and 
the Nazi administration. 

The German people are not 
ready for the privilege of self- 
government. Or are we under 
any obligation to procure for 
them that privilege, as we are 
in the case of the peoples of the 
occupied countries. and of Italy. 


Our victory over Germany 
should bring with it the measures 
which are required to make sure 
that the German people cannot 
again plunge the world into war. 
If the German people can eventu- 
ally be taught that war does not 
pay, and that a German democ- 
racy will best serve their own in- 
terests, as well as those of other 
peoples, the peace of all nations 
will be correspondingly insured. 
But that is not going to be accom- 
plished in any short span of time 


Unified Policy Needed. 


It is, of course, clear that the 
four major powers occupying Ger- 
many must at once agree upon @ 
joint policy. There is no more 
urgent problem on the agenda of 
the Potsdam conference. 

This is one of many decisions 
in which the United States should 
make its views prevail and in the 
determination of which American 
policy should be clear-cut and 
realistic. 

An agreement should be reached 
at Potsdam that a purely military 
occupation of Germany should 
continue until a sound foundation 
has been laid for a new and safe 
Germany. It should provide that 
political decentralization will be 
imposed upon Germany and that 
the military occupa will be 
carried out so as consistently to 
further that end. It shold also 
provide that until the foundation 


solidly laid German politi 
tivities will be prohibited. 

It is only in that way that 
renewal of political life in Ger- 
many can in any true sense e- 
come a preparatory step in the 
long process of educating the Ger- 
man people to be fit to assume 
the obligations of democratic self- 
government and to be received 
into the community of nations. 


NEUROTIC VETERANS’ CLINICS 
TO BE SET UP IN MANY CITIES 


WASHINGTON, July 28 (AP)— 
A form of “night school” treat- 
ment will be available for neurotic 
war veterans under plans of the 
Veterans’ Administration for 31 
mental hygiene clinics and 19 
neurosis centers, it was announced 
tonight. 

Clinics will operate both day 
and evening, “‘to permit those who 
are employed to take advantage 
of the therapy.” The announce- 
ment added: 

Severe cases will be treated at 
the neurosis centers connected 
with general medical and surgi- 
cal hospitals. The Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration said: “The neurosis 
centers will be equipped for in- 


tensive therapy of the severe neu- 
ropsychiatric patient, and _ will 
have available. equipment § fer 
therapy embracing psychothera- 
py both for the individual and 
group; narco-analysis and hypo- 
tism for the purpose of exploring 
the subconscious in the same 
manner used in Army and Army 
Air Forces hospitals abroad.” 

Outpatient clinics will be lo- 
cated at many cities, including 
St. Louis. 

Neurosis centers will be located 
at many points, including Jeffer- 
son Barracks, St. Luis.

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COURT RULINGS ON HOUSING | 


POINTED TO IN FIGHT FOR 
TAX EXEMPTION FOR AGENCY 


Local Authorities, Such as St. Louis Body, 
Have Been Classed as Public Activities, 
Mayor’s Group Asserts.

Supreme courts of various 
states, in numerous decisions, 
have held that local housing 
agencies, such as the St. Louis 
Housing Authority, are properly 
classed as public activities and are 
entitled to exemption from gen- 
eral property taxation, it is being 
pointed out in connection with the 
effort to restore the tax exemption 
of the St. Louis agency. 

This effort, sponsored by Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann and the new 
St. Louis Anti-Slum Commission, 
is the outstanding phase of one 
group of housing bills pending in 
the Legislature, which will be dis- 
cussed in this article. The second 
group, to be taken up in a sub- 
sequent article, deals with the 
movement for urban redevelop- 
ment by limited-dividend civic and 
private enterprise groups. 

The St. Louis Housing Authori- 
ty, created under the Missouri 
Housing Authorities Act of 1939, 
operates Clinton-Peabody Terrace 
and Carr Square Village and is 
seeking Federal financing for ex- 
tensive additional projects. It was 
tax-exempt under the old State 
Constitution. Under the new Con- 
stitution, effective this year, it is 
not exempt, at least as to any fu- 
ture projects. However, under the 
federal rules and by contract with 
the city, the authority pays a serv- 
ice fee in lieu of taxes, which the 
city shares proportionately with 
the schools and the state. 

Currently it is intended to bring 
the level of the service fee pay- 
ments up to the level of taxes un- 
der the norma! assessment method 
on the housing projects. Hereto- 
fore, under the contract, the serv- 
ice fee has been lower than taxes, 
but the city administration con- 
tends that even then the service 
fee exceeded the taxes actually 
collected on the slum _ property 
formerly on the sites. The authori- 
ty’s ability to pay in excess of the 
contractual minimum depends on 
its rental income, with the rentals 
varving according to the tenants’ 
ability to pay; during the war the 
tenants have been charged rela- 
tively high rents. 

The Supreme Court of Missouri, 
upholding the 1939 act, dealt with 
tax exemption of the St. Louis 
Housing Authority as the sole is- 
sue, but its decision turned wholly 
on the question of whether the au- 
thority constituted the legal en- 
tity known as a municipal corpo- 
ration. The court héld that it 
was a municipal corporation, 
formed for essential public pur- 
poses. Article X, Section 6, of 
the old Constitution flatly exempt- 
ed municipal corporations and a 
statute echoed this. 


Exemptions Defined. 


But the new Constitution (same 
article and section numbers) gives 
exemption outright only to prop- 
erty of “the state, counties and 
other political subdivisions, and 
non-profit cemeteries,” and pro- 
vides that other property, “not 
held for private or corporate 
profit and used exclusively for re- 
ligious worship, for schools and 
colleges FOR PURPOSES PURE- 
LY CHARITABLE, or for agri- 
cultural and horticultural socie- 
ties may be exempted from taxa- 
tion by general] law.” 


“Political subdivisions” are de- 
fined by Section 15 of the same 
article of the new Constitution as 
cities, etc., school] districts, etc., or 
public corporations or public 
quasi-corporations “having the 
power to tax.” The St. Louis 
Housing Authority has no taxing 
power. Interested persons here 
declare that the clause, “having 
the power to tax,” was not in the 
draft approved by the Taxation 
Committee of the Constitutional 
Convention but appeared later 
after the article left the Engross- 
ment Committee, but they have 
not been able to learn how or at 
whose instance it was added. This 
little phrase was what ended the 
authority’s tax exemption. 


Senate Bill 171, backed by Mayor 
Kaufmann and Paul J. Kaveney, 
attorney for the St. Louis Housing 
Authority, and by Kansas City’s 
City Council and Downtown Com- 
mittee, would amend the 1939 act 
to declare the activities of hous- 
ing authorities to be “purely char- 
itable and not for private or cor- 
porate profit,” and hence exempt- 
ing them from taxation. The bill 
also would empower an authority 
to “agree to make such payments 
to the city, county, the state or any 
political subdivision thereof, as 
the authority finds consistent with 
the maintenance of the low-rent 
character of the housing projects 
or the achievement of the pur- 
poses” of the 1939 act. 


It would also be specified by 
No. 171 that provisions of Section 
10,937, Revised Statutes, limiting 
the acreage of land which may 
be tax-exempt, shall not apply to 
a housing authority. This section, 
complying with the old Constitu- 
tion, provided needed statutory 
permission for exemption of cer- 
tain property, including lots up to 
one acre in cities and within one 
mile of cities and lots up to five 
acres more than a mile distant 
from cities, where used for purely 
charitable purposes or for 
churches or schools. 


Decision for Exemption. 


A notable court decision for tax 
exemption of a housing authority 
as a charity, under circumstances 
parallelling those in St. Louis, was 
by the Supreme Court of Illinois 
early in 1939 with reference to 
the Peoria Housing Authority in 
a taxpayers’ attack on its tax 
exemption. 

The opinion cited an earlier de- 
cision of the samc court that “a 
charity, in a legal sense, is not 
confined to mere almsgiving or 
to the relief of poverty and dis- 
tress, but has a wider significa- 
tion and embraces the improve- 
ment and happiness of man.” In 
the Peoria case, in which’ the 
housing authority contended it 
was a charity, owned by the city, 


the court added: “A charitable 
use, where neither law nor public 
policy forbids, may be applied to 
almost anything that tends to pro- 
mote the well-doing and well-be- 
ing of social man. Under the 
statutes creating the housing au- 
thorities no profit may be made 
from the rentals. The purpose of 
the projects is to do away with 
the menace of slums. While only 
families of low income receive 
direct benefit from the projects, 
all persons in the community will 
benefit indirectly.” 


The Missouri constitutional 
change has ..ot removed the tax 
exemption of the St. Louis Hous- 
ing Authority’s two existing proj- 
ects, in the opinion of Kaveney, 
based on the rule against ex-post 
facto laws. He said the possibil- 
ity existed that eventually the 
Federal Government might have 
to take these projects over, if 
they were subjected to full taxa- 
tion and proved unable to bear 
the expense. 


Senate Bill 173 is designed to 
permit the St. Louis Housing Au- 
thority (and similar authorities) 
to assist in the prevention and 
elimination of blighted areas, in 
connection with proposed federal 
legislation. The primary function 
of housing authorities is to abol- 
ish slums—as contrasted to blight- 
ed districts—and build and operate 
low-rent housing for persons of 
small income. Under No. 173 they 
could move into areas which are 
blighted or threatened with blight, 
acquire housing sites and resell 
them, at a loss, to other public 
agencies or private enterprise 
groups at prices those purchasers 
could afford. The loss would be 
made up by federal contributions; 
it is expected that the housing 
legislation proposed by Senator 
Robert F. Wagner of New York 
and senatorial colleagues would 
provide these funds. 


Fear has been expressed in some 
quarters that No. 173 might per- 
mit a housing authority to build 
and operate projects in areas that 
were blighted or threatened with 
blight, as well as in the slums. 
However, this is definitely not the 
intent of the sponsors of the bill, 
Kaveney declared. Apparently it 
is not the intent either of the lan- 
guage of this bill, although such 
a construction is possible. A clari- 
fying amendment may be _indi- 
cated. 


The preamble of No. 173 sets 
forth at length the public policy 
of arresting blight, with detailed 
reasons for the necessity thereof. 
The bill defines blighted areas as: 
“Areas (including slum _ areas) 
with buildings or improvements 
which, by reason of dilapidation, 
obsolescence, overcrowding, faulty 
arrangement or design, lack of 
ventilation, light and sanitary fa- 
cilities, excessive land coverage, 
deleterious land use or pbsolete 
layout, or any combination of 
these or other factors, are detri- 
mental to the _ safety, health, 
morals or welfare of the com- 
munity.” 

Besides acquiring such areas, 
and other realty for the purpose 
of “removing, preventing or reduc- 
ing blight, blighting factors or the 
causes of blight,” an authority 
could acquire realty “where the 
condition of the title, the diverse 
ownership of the real property to 
be assembled, the street or lot 
layouts, or other conditions pre- 
vent a proper development of the 
property, and where the acquisi- 
tion of the area by the authority 
is necessary to carry out a re- 
development plan.” 


Could Be Sold, Leased. 


Land so acquired could be sold 
or leased by the authority for use 
in accordance with a_ redevelop- 
ment plan. For this objective the 
authority would have all the pow- 
ers given it under the 1939 Hous- 
ing Authorities Act, including 
power to obtain real. estate 
through condemnation. However, 
an authority could not act under 
No. 173 until a designated official 
agency of the city approved the 
redevelopment plan involved, 


In the clause empowering the 
authority to make the land thus 
acquired available to private en- 
terprise or other public agencies 
it is stated: “Such land may be 
made available at its use value.” 
It is left to the authority to de- 
termine “use value.” This is a 
phase of the bill which may call 
for more exact language. The in- 
tent of this language apparently 
is the same as the intent of the 
sponsors — that the authority 
should absorb a loss, on the the- 
ory, based on experience, that cost 
of acquisition by condemnation is 
relatively high, and considerably 
in excess of what private capital 
or limited-dividend organizations 
can afford. 


An expert in real estate prac- 
tices told the Post-Dispatch that 
“use value” seemed to refer to the 
capitalized value of the shrunken 
income from depreciated or blight- 
ed property. 

Limitations are provided in the 
bill to compel compliance by the 
eventual purchasers of a site ‘with 
the redevelopment plan. In the 
event of outright purchase of a 
site, the purchaser would be li- 
able to full taxation or to tax abate- 
ment, according to the legal char- 
acter of the purchaser. The bill 
provides for full taxation in event 
of lease to private ownership. 

In order to co-ordinate activi- 
ties under No. 173 with other 
housing endeavors, a _ housing 
authority could establish an ad- 
visory board, headed by the 
authority’s own chairman. 

The St. Louis Real Estate Ex- 
change, which is opposed to tax 
exemption for housing and advo- 
cates only housing through pri- 
vate capital, has recommended 
that the city sponsor a law to 
permit the city to acquire slum 
sites by condemnation and “resell 
it at its use value established by 
competitive prices of other resi- 
dential land” to prospective home 
owners and builders, under re-

dan which had bracketed the 


roads used by the German tanks 
on the other side of the Meuse. 
Yet a corps commander on this 
front reported that when he had 
asked Huntziger for fighter pro- 
tection, he had been told, “Your 
troops can hold out under aerial 
bombardment; we held out at 
Verdun” (where French troops 
underwent one of the heaviest 
artillery barrages of the first 
World War—Ed.). The only order 
from Gen. Joseph Vuillemin, the 
air commander in chief, on the air 
protection of Sedan was given on 
the evening’ of May 13—when the 
fate of Sedan had already been 
decided. 

Why did our air force bomb the 
Maestricht and Albert Canal 
bridges—(where only two of the 
three panzer divisions stationed 
in the north made their crossing) 
—instead of the bulk of the seven 
German divisions whose vehicles 
were moving toward the Sedan 
and Dinant corridors with their 
headlights on? 

It hag been said that it was 
because the British, who had 
promised to do it, preferred to 
bomb objectives in the Rhineland. 

By May 15, there was a gaping 
breach in our front, 80 kilometers 
(48 miles) wide from east of Se- 
dan to north of Dinant. The 
drama at Dinant and Sedan de- 
veloped so rapidly that Corap’s 
and Huntziger’s reserves could 
not intervene. They had been 
placed too far away. 

What went wrong? 

First, Georges had failed to 
form adequate reserves. 

Second, he had placed such 
reserves as he possessed too far 
back. 

Petain, committing us to the 
doctrine of the “continuous front” 
—the Maginot Line—had con- 
vinced the Army that a break- 
through could not be achieved 
without SO great an artillery prep- 
eration that there would be am- 
ple time to bring up reserves. 

Georges knew before May 10, 
when they attacked, that seven 
panzer divisions were emplaced 
Ofposite the Dinant and Sedan in- 
vasion corridors, and it was clear 
that the panzers would be fo)l- 
lowed by the main bo y of the 
enemy’s 80 attack divisions. This 
front was held by Corap and 
Huntziger with only 13 infantry 
divisions and 5 cavalry divisions, 
and not a single armored division 
or motorized division. 

Although Gamelin, profiting 
from the lessons of the Polish 
campaign of 1930, issued instruc- 
tions that reserves should be 
massed near the front to counter 
a tank thrust, the army—(in this 
case Georges, Corap and Huntzig- 
er)—in 1940 was still full of Pe- 
tain’s ideas at the expense of 
Gamelin's orders. 

The bulk of the German Army, 
pouring through Sedan, went 
flooding on toward the West. Bias 
against an armored corps, fear 
of the “‘kolossal,” so-called moder- 
ation, false wisdom, compromise— 
all these led to our downfall.

However, the St. Louis Real Es- 
tate Exchange is opposed to No. 
173 and’ also to Nos. 171 and 172. 
The St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce, through its executive com- 
mittee, has gone on record for pri- 
vate ownership of all housing ang 
against public housing subsidies. 
It urged redevelopment of slum 
and blighted distriots entirely by 
private enterprise. Leaders here 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor and Congress of Industrial 
Organizations have indorsed ob- 
jectives of the Mayor’s Anti-Slum 
Commission, 

A spokesman for the city ad- 
ministration of Kansas City told 
the Post-Dispatch that the City 
Council, Chamber of Commerce, 
Real Estate Board and Downtown 
Committee there probably would 
oppose No. 173 on the theory that 
land acquired under this bill might 
be tax exempt for an intermedi- 
ate period of indefinite length. 

Senate Bill No. 172 is included 
in the group, although not affect- 
ing St. Louis or Kansas City, 
which have broad charter powers 
enabling them to work on hous- 
ing. No. 172 is backed by Kav- 
eney as Missouri representative 
of the National Public Housing 
Conference, Inc., an _ unofficial 
organization of public housing 
people, which drafted all three of 
these bills. 

No. 172 would’ permit other 
cities, counties and other political 
subdivisions of Missouri to deal 
with housing authorities. Kaveney 
said that St. Joseph, Springfield, 
Joplin, Columbia, Cape Girardeau 
and Poplar Bluff all were inter- 
ested in this bill.

These figures are estimates from 
a preliminary report made last 
year by the Senate Small Business 
Committee. In many cases the 
original cost prices will bear very 
little relation to the value of the 
goods and materials in the form 
and condition in which they will 
be offered for sale, 


The public at large will learn 
about surplus property mostly 
from the so-called consumer goods 
coming on the market at various 
times and through _ scattered 
sources. There will be thousands 
of items, such as shoes, clothing, 
toilet articles, small tools, house- 
hold appliances, trucks, automo- 
biles, farm tractors and construc- 
tion machinery. 

After the first World War, when 
surplus property of all kinds ag- 
gregated about seven billions, va- 
rious devices were tried for dis- 
posing of consumer goods. The 
Government opened its own retail 
stores in 26 cities, and operated 
a mail order service, Hundreds of 
so-called Army and Navy stores 
sprang up, offering genuine army 
and navy surplus commodities, but 
also filling in their stocks with 
much inferior merchandise which 
caused widespread public. criti- 
cism. 

TKesemethods of disposal were 
unsatisfagtory. The Government- 
operated/stores were soon closed, 
largely Because the established re- 
tail industry complained of the 
competition, 


Basic Disposal Policy. 


A basic policy for disposal of 
this war's surpluses is that the 
established channels of trade are 
to be used wherever possible. This 
means that as a general rule the 
Government will sell only to deal- 
ers or processors. In the early 
phases there was much contro- 
versy over methods. Sometimes it 
was said that small dealers were 
discriminated against and that in- 
sider; got all the best buys, some- 
times paying less than others were 
ready to pay. 

The Commerce Department, des- 
ignated by the board to sell sur- 
plus consumer goods, and the 
RFC, handling the war plants and 
“capital” goods in general, now 
have set up extensive organiza- 
tions for reaching the largest 
number of potential purchasers. 

The RFC has surplus property 
Sales Outlets in 41 cities and ex- 
pects soon to open seven more 
and possibly others later. One of 
its biggest jobs is the disposal of 
surplus machine tools and _ pro- 
duction equipment from plants do- 
ing war work. This equipment 
is expected to play an important 
part in the reconversitn of the 
country’s industries to peacetime 
production.

The RFC also has the job of 
selling the surplus aircraft and 
parts, The agency has opened 66 
sales offices exclusively for this 
purpose. Comparatively few of 
the many left-over combat planes 
will be suitable for flying. Sur- 
plus transports and _ training 
planes are selling well. Some dis- 
carded combat craft are being 
made available to colleges and uni- 
versities for their engineering lab- 
oratories. For about $350 a quali- 
fied school can obtain a B-17 for 
this purpose. 

1l Regional Offices. 

For disposal of consumer goods 
the Commerce Department has 
established 11 regional offices, 
covering the whole country. It

IN AGREEMENT 
ON RAIL CRISIS 


Snyder Says It Will Go 
Far Toward Solving 


Problems Arising From 
Troop Redeployment. 


WASHINGTON, July 28 (AP)— 
War Mobilization Director John 
W. Snyder said today a working 
agreement reached between gov- 
ernment and railroad agencies 
“will go a long way to solve” the 
complex transportation problem. 
Snyder informed Senator Mead 


(Dem.), New York, chairman of 
the Senate War Investigating 
Committee, that the agreement 
had been achieved by the Office 
of Defense Transportation, the 
American Association of Railroads 
and the War Department. 

Mead’s committee in the last 
week had conducted an investiga- 
tion to ascertain what was caus- 
ing the bottlenecks in moving 
troops and equipment. 

ODT Director J. Monroe John- 
son had told the Senate group the 
Army’s troop deployment pro- 
gram could not be met if critical 
war freight is to move too. . 

Snyder, in a letter made public 
at the White House, told Mead he 
had conferred with Johnson, Pres- 
ident J. J. Pelley of the railroad 
association, and Under Secretary 
of War Robert J. Patterson and 
had been assured by them that 
“the troops movement and sup- 
plies are now moving with dis- 
patch, and with a minimum of 
delay and inconvenience,” 

“T have been convinced,” said 
Snyder, “through my talks with 
the officials . .. that they now 
have a working agreement which 
will go a long way to solve this 
and that each will keep in close 
touch with each other and men. 

“You may rest assured that this 
office is fully alert to its respon- 
sibilities, and will do everything 
possible, in an orderly fashion, to 
aid and eneourage this terrific 
movement of men and materials 
in order to expedite the redeploy- 
ment with the least possible hard- 
ship and inconvenience to the 
civilian population.” 

Snyder said railroad manage- 
ment and employes had made a 
remarkable record during the war 
and that while the manpower 
problem at this moment is most 
perplexing he is endeavoring to 
find a solution in conferences with 
the War Manpower Commission 
and other agencies. 


NO ARMY BAR ON TRAVEL 
EXCEPT TO AXIS COUNTRIES 


WASHINGTON, July 28 (AP)— 
So far as the Army is concerned, 
civilians can now travel to all the 
areas of Europe except Germany, 
Austria and Italy. The joint chiefs 
of staff made this known today. 

As a result, said the State De- 
partment, any American who 
wants to go to Europe may ask 
for State Department clearance 
but he should understand— 

There is a transportation short- 
age and he may not be able to 
come home for a long time. 

Because of other shortages he 
might have to go cold and hun- 
gry next winter and he _ might 
even get stuck inside Europe at 
some place he did not want to be. 

Therefore, said the State De- 
partment, if you want to go to 
Eurofe you will have to show that 
your presence there would be use- 
ful either to the United States or 
to the country you might visit.

mately, never had seen a man 80 
completely free of inhibitions, so 
absolutely sure of himself—‘He 
did absolutely as he pleased, with- 
out respect for convention, cus- 
tom or precedent.’ He no more 
hesitated to levy tribute on con- 
tractors and corporations than he 
did to play a jew’s harp in a 
nightgown in the lobby of the 
leading New Orleans hotel. 


Extremely Persuasive. 


Yet persuasiveness was his 
middle name, from successful ven- 
tures at the age of 15 selling lard 
substitute from door to door 
through later traveling salesman- 
ship for a Southern patent medi- 
cine for female disorders, and then 
in law and politics. 

Surprisingly enough, law inter- 
ested him more than politics be- 
cause its abstractions excited his 
imagination. He finished Tulane’s 
three-year law course in a year 
and did well in practice from the 
start. His was a mastering as 
well as a masterful mind, and he 
had the unusual experience of 
having Chief Justice Taft and 
Justice Brandeis compliment his 
briefs. 

Soon after completing his law 
course, Long sought the Demo- 
cratic nomination for Public 
Utility Commissioner, promising 
to cut Louisiana’s electric and 
telephone rates. He won, and 
then amazed the State by cutting 
the rates. 

In 1924 he lost a race for the 
governorship, four . years later 
tried again and was assailed by 
all the big papers as a mounte- 
bank. The opposition of the New 
Orleans Ring assured at least a 
30,000 majority there against him. 
But Long made 20 speeches a 
day “to the boys at the forks of 
the crick,” and the folks in the 
hinterland overcam~: a 40.000 New 
Orleans majority, with 2000 votes 
to spare! 

Huey in the Ascendant. 

He came to power because he 
promised a change from decades 
of misgovernment. While a de- 
mocracy in form, the state had 
been run by a stuffed-shirt facade 
for a predatory plutocracy. Louisi- 
ana’s unrest was born of poverty, 
aggravated by poll-tax disfran- 
chisement, high utility rates, a tax 


and small land-owners but lay 
lightly on rich planters and great 
corporations. Its schools were 
among the nation’s poorest, its 
governmental machinery creaked. 

Huey’s first move—the proposal 


ber, oil, sulphur, salt and other

Senators signed a round-robin 
that they wouldn’t convict, so the 
impeachers were hoisted by their 
own petard. 

In 1930 he asked the people to 
send him to the United States Sen- 
ate as a mark of confidence, prom- 
ising not to take his seat there 
until he had finished his four-year 
term as Governor. Not only did 
they send him to the Senate, but 
also gave him a new Legislature 
that ate out of his hand, 


Boss of the Legislature. 

Long lost no time in reducing 
it to a body without any judgment 
or will of its own. He wrote the 
bills and a mass of legislative 
morons rushed them through with- 
out discussion or debate. He de- 
stroyed representative government 
in Louisiana, and could say “The 
State? It is I” more truthfully 
than Louis XIV of France who 
coined the phrase. 

Brutally candid about the means 
he took to get compliant legisla- 
tors, he boasted that he had “the 
best damn Legislature money 
could buy.” 

Many 
people of Louisiana stood for the 
despotic rule of the “Kingfish.” 
The answer was that, like the 
early Hitler, Longe did many 
things that helped the masses of 
the people. 


When he became Governor, 
Louisiana had less than 300 miles 
of paved roads; 
there were 2000 miles of concrete 
highways, 1100 miles of asphalt 
and 3700 miles of hard-gravel sur- 
faced roads. True, the State paid 
enormous premiums in graft-laden 
contracts, but the people. re- 
joiced that they had the roads. 

He cut the power, phone and 
other utility rates. He shifted 
the weight of taxation from the 
poor to the rich and the big cor- 
porations. His severance tax 
brought groans from the extrac- 
tive industries, but the people 
liked it and several other states 
copied it. 

Youth Programs. 


One of Hitler’s early hits was 
his youth program. One of Huey’s 
first drives was for better educa- 
tion. Where there were no 
schools, he put them in; where 
there were poor schools, he in- 
stalled better ones. He started 
ithe state’s free textbook program 
‘and gave every parish an eight- 
month school term. He rehabili- 
tated Louisiana* State University, 
gave it $5,000,000 for a new plant, 
combed the country for first-class 
professors and its attendance grew 
from 1500 to 5000 during his term. 

The writer, as 1931 commence- 
ment speaker, witnessed the way 
the Governor personally handed 
the diploma to each graduate. 
Then Long exclaimed that he had 
been charged with stealing 
$5,000,000, but what if he had?— 
the money had gone into the uni- 
versity. 

“And I'll soak the same tax- 
dodgers for $5,000,000 more,” he 
added, “to give Louisiana the best 
state university and the best 
state school system in America!” 

He abolished the poll tax, add- 
ing 300,000 voters, which doubled 
the State’s balloting. The new 
law enfranchised the Negroes and 
'most of them voted for him; as 
'some said, Lincoln freed them 
‘but Huey gave them the vote. 

The net of Huey’s dictatorship 
was that his love of power and 
plunder and his machine’s ugly 
rascality were masked by plenty 
of good works. Raymond Gram 
Swing wrote in his 1931 boo’, 
“Forerunners of American Fas- 
cism,” that “one does not un- 
derstand the problem of Huey 
Long or measure the menace he 
represents to American democ- 


racy until one admits he has done 
a vast amount of good for Louisi- 
ana, ...I do not know any man 
who has accomplished so much 
that I approve in one state in 
four years, at the same time that 
he has done so much that I dis- 
like,” 

Before Long took the oath as 
Senator and occupied the seat he 
had ostentatiously left vacant for 
two years, he hand-picked, nomi- 
nated, elected and inaugurated his 
successor as Governor — O. K 
Allen, later impeached for official 
corruption and convicted. 

The Senator soon begah attack- 
ing President Roosevelt, for whom 
he claimed to hold as profound a 
distrust as did any Liberty 
Leaguer. 

He must have felt that the time 
was ripe for a bid for national 
power, because in 1933 he took the 
first moves to organize a country- 
wide crusade for the “Share Our 
Wealth” program, offering a 
homestead allowance of $6000 and 
minimum annual income of $2500 
for each American family. In 
January, 1934, he incorporated the 
“Share Our Wealth Society.”

One of Many Examples. 

Well might we shudder at the 
narrow escape from Huey Long. 
But it must be remembered that 
he is only one of many examples 
of the way large groups of 
Americans have worshiped dema- 
gogues and followed them from 
the days of Shays’s rebellion in 
Massachusetts in 1785. 

The Know Nothings of the 1850s 
and the Ku Kluxers of the 1920s 
caught on because much of Amer- 
ica lives on the misery margin, 
is acutely dissatisfied with its 
way of life and hearkens to rab 
ble-rousers. 


Currently the most notable 
among these is Smith, who claims 
that ever since preaching Long’s 
funeral service in Baton Rouge in 
September, 1935, he has been “try- 
ing to destroy faith in the New 
Deal.”

Even so, the career of Huey 
_Long ought to tear into tatters any 
complacency we Americans might 
‘have about our democracy being 
'proof against destruction. Here 
was a man who proved that Fas- 
cism and Nazism aren't exotic 
growths of other countries — that 
their counterparts can grow in 
American soil. It has happened 
here in one state, and we can't 
afford to put too much trust in 
our continental geography to save 
us from demagogues. We must 
not be too complacent about our 
superiority as a people, for just 
/10 years ago a potential American 
Hitler died in Baton Rougé. 
William Allen White was right 
when he said that “the vast, baf- 
| fling problems of the twentieth 
‘century must be solved by democ- 
'racy.” But if democracy fails — 
‘the answer is a Huey Long or @ 
Hitler, in America as elsewhere.

All Women 
Post Cards 
But Must 
Play Again 


CHICAGO, July 28 (AP)—The 
loys and girls got a rain check 
in the 72-hole $60,000 All-American 
Open Golf tournamen: today. 

Defending Champion Byron 
Nelson, the 36-hole leader with a 
brilliant 134, had just completed 
a three-unter-33 when a down- 
pour yrompted meet officials to 
cancel the entire day’s proceed- 
jizs in the three-way carnival at 
Tam ©’Shanter course, The field 
will play 18-hole rounds tomorrow 
and Mcnday, weather permitting. 

Fred Corcoran, P.G.A. tourna- 
ment chairman, reported the 
greens were soaked and putting 
virtually impossible, yet the To- 
ledo player splashed through the 
rain on the final six holes of his 
sparking opening nine. 

Nelson, seeking his tenth 
straight tournament victory and a 
War Bond take of more than 
$45,000 for the year, still is four 
‘strokes ahead of knicker-wearing 
Gene Sarazen of New York. 

It was the second straight year 
that the lush All-America meet 
has been interrupted by rain. Last 
year, the final session on Sunday 
was rained out and played Mon- 
day. 


torrential downpour that 
came after half the 132-player 
field had finished erased an early 
54-hole lead held by Joe Zarhardt, 
of Norristown, Pa., who shot 69 
for a 209-stroke aggregate.

The track’s share of the 
total takeout was $88,000 dally 
or $1,584,000 for the 18-day meet- 
ing. This income is supple- 
mented by concessions and also 
by ticket sales. The latter aver- 
aged 20,000 or more dally which 
at one buck each—it'’s more than 
that—alone would add $360,000 
to the meet income, making the 
total $1,084,000.

A Depressing Tour of 
Modern Pirates' Cave

FRANKFURT, Germany, July 28. 


T’S hard to tell you how disillusioning and depressing’a 
| billion dollars can be when you see it piled in bars like bricks 
and stored in wet and stinking sacks in the dank cellar 
rooms of a bombed-out bank. I saw today the gold reserve of 
the Hitler government, the 
money it had and most of 
what it looted from its cap- 
tive governments. The total 

is enormous. 

The inventory is now be- 
ing made behind barbed wire 
barricades and under the 
day and night guard of a 
full company of United 
States infantry. Both inside 
and outside the battered 
Frankfurt Reichsbank the 
slow weighing, recording and 
estimating goes on. 

It was going on while I 
was there. It'll be going on 
for weeks. The man in 
charge is Col. Bernard Bern- 
stein, formerly one of Mor- 
genthau’s bright boys in the 
Treasury Department § at 
Washington but now deputy 
chief of financial Branch 

G5, American Headquarters, Col. Bernstein, who seems to be 
our principal money man over here and whose headquarters will 
be in this former Nazi government building as soon as the stone- 
masons and plasterers can seal it back together, took your 
correspondent on a personally conducted tour of this modern 
pirates’ cave today. 

I saw a quarter of a billion dollars in gold bars. In fact 
I hefted several, They're about the size of a common fireplace 
brick, about 50 times as heavy, to judge from the feel, and 
they're worth from $13,000 to $15,000 apiece.

But that was only the start. Down in those dank 
and silent rooms, where equally silent soldiers stand at 
doors with bayonets fixed to their rifles, are bags and 
sacks and bales and boxes containing the money of every 
nation, including some Japanese. In one room I saw 
250,000 United States dollars, 1,000,000 Swiss francs, 
151,560 Norwegian kronen and 98,450 Dutch guilders. 
That much had been counted. Much more hadn't been, 
but there were bales of Russian rubles, piled bags of 
French francs that had been wet and were evidently 
rotting and which filled the building with a sweet, 
sickening smell.

@ THERE ARE SEVERAL BIG BOXES full of unstrung 
pearl beads. There must be 20 bushels of them. Whether 
they’re real pearls or imitations remains for some expert to 
say. Thy have yet to be expertly appraised. There are kegs 
full of costume jewelry of various sorts and many heavy can- 
vas bags of what look like semi-precious stones. Col. Bernstein 
said his men had found no diamonds, emeralds or rubies, The 
most sinister part of that loot is the gold that came from the 
death camps. There is no question about what it is or from 
where it came. There are big containers filled with the gold 
fillings and bridge work chiseled from the mouths of those 
victims of the sadists. Others contain their gold spectacle 
frames. Others bulge with the wedding rings and other rings 
stripped from their dead fingers.

@ ALL THIS WAS CAREFULLY KEPT AND SENT in to be 
amelted into fine gold for Der Fuehrer. In with this are linen 
rugs and many other personal belongings. Some of it came 
from a cave near Buchenwald, so there’s no question as to what 
it is. More was found in a bank near Hof which held loot for 
the account of Lublin’s governor and concentration camp 
master, Richard Wendler. There are several big rooms of art 
treasures that haven't even been unpacked, The Germans claim 
they are really their own, that they were moved from the mu- 
seums of Berlin only to be captured by the Americans.

Behind Sagging Walls of the Tene- 
ments, Where Rats Run in Packs, 


Live Thousands of People in a 
Squalor Thai ls Almost Unbelievable.

RS. A.—we shall call her that 

—lifted the 7-month-old child 

from a dirty crib in a dark 
corner of what she called the 
“middle room.” The corner was 80 
dark, in fact, that we hadn’t real- 
ized there was a child in the crib 
until we saw something move. 

She held up its left foot for our 
inspection. There were several 
raw and jagged little wounds on 
the underside of two toes and on 
the ball of the tiny foot. 

“Them rats,” she said. “Look, 
they been gnawing on his foot.” 

She said it not with the same 
sense of horror, shame and indig- 
nation which would inflame you 
if you were to discover that rats 
had been gnawing on your in- 
fant’s foot. She said it as you 
might say, “Look, he fell down 
and bumped his head. See that 
bump?” You accept falls and 
bumps as part of your child’s ex- 
istence. Mrs. A. accepts rats on 
the same basis. She has no choice, 

Mrs. A. is what is known as a 
slum dweller. She lives right in 
the center of one of those “areas 
of decay” which have outlived 
their economic usefulness in St. 
Louis and which have become a 
haven for rats and vermin, a 
breeding ground of disease, and a 
trap for the thousands of people 
who, because of their economic 
situation, combined with the lack 
of proper housing facilities, are 
compelled to live in them, 

You've heard about them, . You've 
read about them, Perhaps you've 
even seen them—from the outside 
—and wondered, with a momen- 
tary sense of uneasiness, what life 
is like behind those ugly, faded 
and depressing fronts. 


Let us follow the methods of 
the Hollywood cameraman and 
train our camera over the roof- 
tops of this area of decay, with 
its ash heaps for backyards, its 
outhouses for sanitary facilities, 
its sidewalks for front yards, and 
its buildings whose walls are sag- 
ging and whose very bricks are 
dropping out, one by one, 

With ever-narrowing focus we 
bring the lens of the camera down 
to the doorway of Mrs. A.’s home. 
But we hesitate to enter. The 
doorway opens directly onto the 
sidewalk. It is narrow, dark, dirty 
and forbidding. Mrs. A. lives up- 
stairs. The stairway is so narrow 
that your shoulders almost touch 
both sides. The plaster that hasn't 
already fallen from the walls, leav- 
ing the naked laths exposed, is 
covered with years of dirt and 
pencil and chalk marks. It’s so 
dark you can’t see the top land- 
ing from the bottom of the stairs. 
But you can smell it. 


The steps are steep and one of 
them almost collapses when we 
step on it. Mrs. A, fell through 
this step one day, while she was 
pregnant, She was laid up for a 
few days, but no serious harm 
was done. Since then Mr. A, had 
fixed it, the best he could, but it 
is still far from secure. At the 
head of the -landing there isn’t 
room to accommodate the three 
of us (the writer, the artist who 
drew the accompanying illustra- 
tions from life, and’a social work- 
er) so two of us had to stand on 
the top steps until the door was 
opened. 

The apartment consists of three 
rooms, the front room, the middle 
room, into which the outside door 
opens, and the kitchen. Living 
there are Mr. and Mrs, A. and 
their 10 children, The youngest 
child is 7 months old. The oldest 
is 15 years old. 
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O, says Mrs. A., she doesn’t 
mind what we write. Anything 
that might help to improve 
conditions is all right with her. 
The rooms are small. The front 
and middle rooms are about 12 
feet square and the kitchen about 
10 feet square, In the front room 
is a studio couch and a baby bed. 
In the middle room is one double 
bed and an infant’s crib. 
How do they arrange them- 
selves to sleep, we ask. Mrs. A. 
is sO vague about it one gets the

impression that they arrange 
themselves in any way possible. 

“Some of them sleep here on the 
studio couch,” she explained, “and 
some of them on the bed with us.” 
But even with the two youngest 
in the crib and baby bed, two or 
even three on the studio couch, 
that still leaves two adults and 
three children for the one double 
bed, 

Mr. A. used to work in a print 
shop, but now he repairs radios, 
He doesn’t have a regular job. 
His work bench is in a corner of 
the front room and he is given 
repair jobs to do by a radio re- 
pair shop. In addition to the 
work bench and the studio couch 
(which has more of its stuffing 
on the outside than on the inside) 
the furniture in the room con- 
sists of a dresser with but one 
drawer and wardrobe for clothes, 
There is a fireplace which looks 
as though it might once have 
contained a gas unit. Now it 
contains nothing, and Mrs. A. 
says they don't know whether it 
will work or not. They've never 
tried to use it. There are no cur- 
tains at the window, no blinds. 
There are faint traces of wallpa- 
per still clinging to the plaster. 

They get their heat, in the win- 
ter time, from a rusty, tired-look- 
ing stove which stands in the cen- 
ter of the middle room. Four 
youngsters are sprawled out on 
the bare mattress of the double 
bed, The only light in the room 
is provided by a window which 
opens onto the back alley. The 
window has a tattered blind, but 
no curtain and no giass. Mr. A. 
has nailed gtrips of wood across 
it to keep the youngsters from 
tumbling out. So little light comes

through this one small window 
that the far side of the room, 
small as it is, is almost totally 
dark, even though it is 1:30 o’clock 
on a sunny afternoon. 


“We've been here four years,” 
Mrs. A. complained, “but we can’t 
get them to do anything. They 
haven't done a thing to the place 
in four years. We kept asking 
them every time the agent comes 
for the rent, but he just says, ‘I'll 
report it.’ That’s all he ever 
says.” 
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HEY pay $9 a month rent. Mrs. 
Ta knows the name of the real 

estate company which makes 
the collections, but even that is as 
remote as another country. The 
owner of the buildnig, whose name 
she doesn’t even know, is as re 
mote as another planet. All she 
ever sees is the collector, who is 
there the first of every month. 


We peer into the dark corner 
of the middle room and discover 
the crib. Then we discover there 
is a child in it. It is then that 
Mrs. A. shows us the rat bites on 
its foot. “They're everywhere,” 
she says. “You can’t do anything 
about them.” 


“That’s right,” says the social 
worker who is withus. “They run 
in packs at night. You should 
hear the garbage cans around 
here in the night. The rats attack 
them until they rattle like artil- 
lery.” 

In which connection we will di- 
gress and tell you about a visit to 
the home of a neighbor of Mrs. A., 
whom we shall call Mrs. B. She 
has five children and her apart- 
ment consisted, it seemed, of two 
rooms, a kitchen and bedroom. 
The latter contained one bed, 


Where, we asked again, does 
everyone sleep? She pointed to a 
square hole in the kitchen floor. 

“Some of them sleep down 
there,” she said. We looked down 
the hole and saw a flight of steep, 
home-made steps which led into 
a dark, damp-smelling basement. 
We made the precarious descent 
and looked around at the cement 
walls and floor, the one small 
window near the ceiling which 


opened onto the back alley, 
“We can't sleep nights because 
of the rats,” she said. “They’re 
all over the place. They’ve chewed 
the wall paper out of every cor- 
ner of the rooms up to about two 
feet from the floor. I can’t even 
hide anything to eat; I swear, I 
believe they can open the oven 
door—look,” she said, pointing to 
the window, “there’s one now.”

E all whirled and looked at 
W tne high window.

apartment is the kitchen. Two 
steps lead down to it from the 
middle room, It:has a stove and 
atable. The stove is a dilapidated 
wood burner. The table is a ricke- 
ty affair covered with a scrap of 
worn-through ollcloth, A _ pile of 
kindling wood occupies most of 
the space on the side of the room 
by the stove. That’s what they 
cook and heat with. 


Back of the table leading up 
from the floor is a single water 
pipe, topped by a faucet. That’s 
the water supply. Beneath the 
faucet is a washtub filled with 
cold water, in which some clothes 
are soaking. There is some left- 
over food on the table—whoever 
heard of refrigeration—and since 
there is no glass in the kitchen 
window and the kitchen screen 
is full of holes, everything is cov- 
ered with flies. 


Not that it would make any 
difference if there were glass in 
the window, because the very 
walls themselves can no longer 
keep out flies. Not even rats. For 
beneath the kitchen window the 
bricks have been falling out of 
the wall onto the kitchen floor, 
leaving large gaping holes. 


“It’s so cold out there in the 
winter time,” Mrs. A. said, “that 
most of the time we can’t even go 
out there. There’s no way to 
keep the cold from coming in 
where the bricks have fallen out.” 
Which means that during the cold 
weather, the 12 members of the 
family are confined to the middle 
room and the front room. 


The kitchen opens onto a nar 
row, second-story back porch. 
Steps lead from the porch down 
to the out-house, which sits in the 
alley and which is used not only 
by these 12, but by everyone else 
in the building. The outside steps 


are high and extremely steep. On 
either side is a single hand rail 
but no bannisters. All right for 
adults, but extremely perilous for 
small children whose heads aren't 
even as high as the rail. One of 
Mrs. A.'s little girls fell from the 
top of the steps one slippery day 
last winter. She fractured her 
skull. 


The alley below is filled with 
bushels of broken glass, old cans 
and other refuse. There is the 
remains of what was once an ash 
pit, but it has long since caved 
in. Where do you dispose of your 
garbage? we asked. Mrs. A. didn’t 
know. The kids took it some place 
down the alley. 
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OME of the houses are blessed 

with inside plumbing. Like the 

home of Mrs. C. who, with her 
husband and eight children, live 
in three rooms on the first floor 
of a nearby building. They as- 
sert themselves pretty much like 
the A. family, and the quarters, 
while a little better, are somewhat 
similar. 


“Oh yes,” said Mrs. C., “we have 
a bathroom. It’s on the second 
floor.” She didn’t mind if we 
looked at it, 


“But wait a minute,” she called 
us back from the hall. “I'll have 
to get some matches.” We climbed 
a circular staircase, stepped over 
piles of debris, fallen plaster, and 
a couple of broken steps. We 
reached a narrow hall on the sec- 
ond floor. “This way,” said Mrs. 
C. She led us to the end of the 
hall, She turned to the right, and 
stepped down—into total dark- 
ness, The odor was sickening. 
She struck a match. We found 
ourselves in a room under an 
alcove. It had a slanting roof and 
was barely large enough for two 
people to stand up in, without

putting one foot in the bathtub. 
The floor felt greasy beneath our 
feet. The toilet was indescribable, 
and you could see enough white 
enamel showing through the 
greasy, black coating which cov- 
ered the entire inside of the tub 
to reveal that it may have once 
have been white. 

“What do you do for light 
when you take a bath?” we asked. 
The match had gone out and we 
were plunged into abysmal dark- 
ness again as Mrs. C. fumbled to 
strike another, Its feeble glare 
revealed the expression of dis- 
gust on her face. 


“Take a bath in this!” she said. 
“T should say not.’ We bathe in a 
washtub in the kitchen.” The 
family is one of three living in 
the building, all of whom use 
the single toilet. They pay $10 
a month rent. “My husband,” ghe 
said, “is a painter and decorator 
and he’s offered to fix the place 
up himself, for nothing, if they 
would just furnish him some ma- 
terial—a little paint and wall pa- 
per. But they won't even do 
that.” 


We descended the circular stair 
to the ground floor. “Be care- 
ful,” said Mrs. C., “or you'll fall 
and break your neck on these 
stairs. In fact,” she added wryly, 
“T think we got about six months 
before the whole building falls in 
on us.” 


Looking around at the falling 
plaster, the remains of ancient 
wall paper hanging in strips, the 
debris piled in corners, the rick- 
ety, sagging stairs whose bannis- 
ters had fallen out and still lay 
strewn in the hall below, the gen- 
eral air of filth and decay, we 
felt no inclination to argue the 
matter with her. In fact, one got 
the impression it could and might 
happen any minute,

Possum Trot Is Going

ourselves a pond over in our far field. We want it about 

a half acre in size and 10 feet deep at the dam, with an

There 
will be plenty of cover 
around the pond for such 
wildlife as finds refuge in 
our valley and, since it will 
be no more than a quarter 
mile from the river, we'll be 
disappointed if a few wild 
ducks do not stop for a 
visit on the spring and 
autumn flights. There are 
some problems on the 
amount of drainage to be 
worked out—and of deter- 
mining whether our subsoil 
will hold water. There is 
the matter, too, of deter- 
mining how we will manage 
to get a big bulldozer across 
our creek. But we'll work 
out these problems in one 
| Way or another and one of 
these days Possum Trot will have its pond. Frankly, I am not 
one who believes, as some do, that small farm ponds offer the 
whole solution to the problem of future fishing in Missouri. 
Yet there is no doubt that they can be built for a fairly small 
amount of money, that they fit into the program for better 
use of the land and that, if properly managed, they can be 
used to grow a tremendous crop of fish. Nor is this matter 
of proper management much of a problem. You must have 
sufficient depth to keep the water cool throughout the sum- 
mer. You must keep the pond fenced against livestock, so 
that they cannot churn its edges into mud. A muddy pond 
shuts out sunlight, without which the acquatic life cannot 
thrive. Moreover, the wading livestock will destroy the nest- 
ing places of the fish. But given good conditions, you can 
raise from three to four hundred pounds of good game fish 
per acre per year in the pond—and that’s a lot of fish. Com- 
pare it with the four to six pounds per acre produced today 
by Missouri's streams and it’s a tremendous lot of fish!

@ THIS IS NOT TO SAY, OF COURSE, that good stream 
management may not have much the ‘same effect as good pond 
management in increasing the poundage yield per acre. As 
David Woodbury points out in a recent Collier's article, tests 
made in trout stream management show that, by the simple 
addition of regular garden fertilizer to the water, it is possi- 
ble to step up the yield of trout from four pounds to 120 pounds 
per acre of stream. It isn’t a matter of the trout eating the 
fertilizer. But the trout feed on smaller fish and insects in the 
stream and these, in turn, are dependent upon the amount of 
plant life and minute, microscopic animal organisms known 
as plankton. The fertilizer stimulates plant growth which har- 
bors more planktom which feeds more small fishes and insects 
which produce more and bigger trout. The chances are that 
on the streams where these tests were made, other manage- 
ment measures such as erosion contro] were also being prac- 
ticed, so that all conditions were as favorable as possible. The 
‘building of 100;000 farm ponds is no small job and the develop- 
ment of a program for stream management is equally huge, 
yet this is the sure way to increase our fishing. Despite this 
fact, however, I often hear our Conservation Commission crit- 
icized for its long-range program, 
ee ee 

As anyone can see with half an eye, good fishing 

is a matter of maintaining the balance of nature, if I 

may use a hackneyed and somewhat inaccurate term. 

-- Jt is certainly a term much bandied about in recent 

’ discussions of the insecticide DDT. There can be no 

doubt whatever that its manufacturers are fully alive 

to both the proldems and possibilties which are inherent 

in this product. They know how it made existence pos- 

sible on South Pacific islands and prevented epidemics 

in war-devastated cities of Europe. And they must be 

somewhat upset by such stories as one which appeared 

as news a few days ago. This story told of a man 

who claimed te have secured an amount of DDT far 

greater than that generally available to the public and 

to have used it on his Ozark estate to wipe out prac- 

tically all animal and insect life smaller than a squirrel. 
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@ THE FAOTS ARE THAT THIS GENTLEMAN would have 


had to have enough DDT to thoroughly dust or spray his en-— 


tire acreage if he hoped to kill all the things he said were 
killed. And he would probably have had to perform this op- 
eration not once but several times. It happens that I also 
have a very small amount of this product with which I have 
been experimenting in the control of wood ticks on dogs. So 
far, it has not kept the ticks off the dogs. Moreover, upon 
finding this out I placed some 20 good, healthy ticks in a 
mason jar with a tablespoonful of the powder. The ticks were 
sfill active 16 hours later, though they eventually died. I would 
not say I had carried out a scientific experiment with DDT— 
or that I had proved it would or would not kill ticks. To make 
such a statement would be irresponsible in the highest dégree. 
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The truth is that if this fellow so saturated his 
Ozark estate as to kill off all chiggers, ticks, spiders, 
flies and other forms of life which were bothering his 
stay there, he also accomplished some other things. He 
also killed off all the bees and bumblebees and moths 
and butterflies which are useful in pollinating whatever 
plant life exists on his property and requires pollina- 
tion by insects. He starved or forced to move away 
from his Ozark estate all the toads, lizards, song birds, 
quail and other insect-eating species—so that when 
the DDT wears off and the insects come back, they’ll 


have a regular field day. 
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@ I WAS TOLD THE OTHER DAY BY A RESPONSIBLE 
orchardist, who should know what he is talking about, that 
DDT can be successfully used as a spray for controlling cer- 
tain orchard pests which do tremendous damage, without 
bothering the bees that the orchard must have if it is to 
bear fruit. I read of the fog machines which spread DDT 
across Jones Beach in New York and of the homes in South- 
east Missouri which were scientifically sprayed in a campaign 
to prevent a malaria epidemic. These are sound uses, un- 
doubtedly worked out and recommended by the manufacturers. 
I think we should stick to such uses as they are developed and 
subjected to scientific test and proof.

T the edge of dark, when the 
A whipporwill sings and the 

Chautauqua bell rings, Heinie 
Fischer lies at his log house win- 
dow up Babbs Holler and listens. 
Sometimes there are tears in his 
eyes, as there were when he list- 
ened on the opening night of the 
summer resort season, for it was 
the first time in 42 years that he 
had missed being present. He 
wept then because the bell told 
him that, stricken and helpless, 
he probably would not again 
answer its call. 

When the cottagers came back 
this summer it was not like it was 
when they came other summers, 
as far back as they could remem- 
ber. They did not see Heinle 
trudging from the depot, his 
wheelbarrow piled with baggage. 

“Where's Heinie?” they asked, 
for the opening of the season was 
not complete without MHeinie 
trundling the“baggage. 

When they were told, they were 
sorrowful. It meant that they 
would not see him come again to 
their doors with vegetables fresh 
from his Babbs Holler garden, It 
meant that on the opening n&pht 
Heinie would not be sitting by the 
forward left pillar of the auditor- 
ium where he always sat. 


What they were told was that 
only a few days before Heinie, so 
known to everybody, but whose 
true name is Emil Frederick 
Fischer, had been stricken as he 
went about his pre-season chores. 
They would find him at his home 
up the hollow, grieving that he 
would not work again but cheer- 
ful withal despite the infirmity 
that had fallen upon him. 
‘Through the years since 1902 
thousands, mostly St. Louisans, 
cottagers and visitors, have known 
Fischer and called him Heinie, 
calling him that out of friendli- 
ness for him, matching his friend- 
liness for them. 
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ORN in Saxony 77 years ago, 

B Fischer came to St. Louis in 
his youth and learned the trade 

of baker and the skill of making 

flowers and garden things grow. 

Finding at Elsah, tiny village 
in the Jersey county bluffs, some- 
thing of the loveliness of his lost 
Saxony, he went there in 1895 to 
live and fish in the Mississippi. 
Because he was German, they 
called him Heinie, but he didn’t 
mind, Piasa Chautauqua, a mile 
up the river, was emerging from 
its camp meeting origin and_ be- 
ginning to take on something like 
permanence, with cottages replac- 
ing the tents that no longer suf- 
ficed. Fischer baked for the cot- 
tagers and brought his fish to 
their doors. 

Robert P. Bringhurst, St. Louis 
sculptor, one of the earliest of the 
cottagers, needed a cistern and 
Fischer dug it for him and walled 
it, a workman-like job, and after 
that he turned his hand to every 
trade, mastering each to meet the 
varied needs of the cottagers in 
his years of serving them. It is 
his satisfaction now to say that

he never refused to do anything 
he was asked to do, and never 
Slighted his work, 

When George W. Lubke of St. 
Louis was presidént of Piasa 
Chautauqua Assembly and W. O. 
Paisley was its manager, they 
needed a handy-man and Fischer 
said he would help until they 
could get somebody else. They 
never got anybody else, In later 
years he was appointed custodian, 
to look after the utilities that 
were gradually installed and 
watch over the assembly buildings 
and cottages between seasons. 


In those early years when the 
seasons were short and the pro- 
grams were more important than 
now, drawing great crowds, 
Fischer supplied himself with a 
fine team and wagon and hauled 
from the railroad and the river 
packets the goods that arrived by 
day and night. For 21 years he 
was custodian. One summer when 
there was no program because of 
financial difficulties and there 
was no manager, Fischer was in 
complete charge.

N 1916 Fischer finished the cot- 

tage that he had built with his 

own hands because, as he says, 
“When you do things yourself you 
do more and do it better.” Adjoin- 
ing the cottage he built a green- 
house, partly for his own pleasure 
because he loved flowers, and 
partly to supply the public and 
private flower beds, 


The blooming beds that bor- 
dered the path from the station 
were always called “Heinie’s flow- 
ers.” There were rare plants 
which he took pains in cultivat- 
ing, and once there was a night- 
blooming cereus with more than 
a hundred blooms, more than the 
Shaw’s Garden hotanists had ever 
known to grow on one stock. 
With electric lights strupag to 
show it to the best advantage, 
Fischer received with due mod- 
esty the praise that was his due. 


There were wild flowers back in 
the valley that he knew and 
called by their names, giving to 
them the same measure of affec- 
tion that he gave to the ones that 
grew under his cultivation. He 
knew where the ferns grew thick- 
est. During the many years that 
M. Edwin Johnson was manager 
and Mrs. Johnson decorated the 
auditorium there was always a 
fringe of ferns set in boxes at the 
edge of the stage, brought from 
the woods by Heinie, and the peo- 
ple who filled the auditorium 
called them Heinie’s ferns. 

He knew where to look for the 
bittersweet, something that no- 
body else knew, for it grew in 
such hidden places, and when 
autumn came he brought a great 
sheaf of the berry-burdened 
bianches to have on hand if word

Summer sojourners who want- 
ed to know the secrets that Moth- 
er Nature kept had only to ask 
Heinie and he was always glad to 
tell. If it was the coming weather 
they wanted to know about, they 
had only to ask Heinie. He would 
cast an eye skyward and tell them 
what to expect and his predic- 
tions seldom failed. 

When ill fortune came and he 
lost hig house and no longer had 
his team, the board of directors 
told him he could have the log 
house over in Babbs Holler as 
long as he lived. It was in a 
bramble but Heinie cleared the 
ground so that there would be a 
place for flowers and vegetables 
to grow. 

So it came to pass that, some- 
what enfeebled but still strong- 
hearted, his livelihood came most- 
ly from the flowers and vegeta- 
bles that he grew, the trundling 
of his wheelbarrow, burdened 
with baggage, and carrying the 
mail from the station to the post- 
office. 

Now another winter had gone 
and another season was coming 
on. Soon it would be time to 
plant the flowers. In prepara- 
tion for that he spaded the beds 
and made them ready for the 
plants that he had protected from 
the cold. 

There was one thing that he 
wanted to do before the people 
came and claimed his time. There 
was a star in the window and a 
flag that had hung on the porch 
ever since the boy went away to 
the war but that was not enough. 
Some of these days, Sgt. Charley 
would be coming home from over- 
seas and there ought to be a flag 
on a pole out in front so that it 
would be the first thing he would 
see when he came up the holler 
road from the station. 

Heinie knew where, high up the 
bluff, the saffafras trees grew.

In other days Heinie had a little 
black dog that he named Nig. 
The dog was always at his heels 
except when, in a vagrant lapse, 
it strayed away to Elsah for a 
fling at a dog’s life there. Heinie 
always followed Nig to Elsah and 
carried him back, never chiding 
him except in mock anger, for it 
was the bad dogs of Elsah, luring 
Nig away, that were to blame. 

Nig died and was laid away 
under the elms on the river bank, 
and Heinie placed a gravestone 
there “In Memory of a Faithful 
Dog.” The floods came but the 
stone stood true, for it was firmly 
set. 

Folks say that when Heinie’'s 
days are done, and his wheel chair 
stands vacant in its corner, there 
should be a monument “In Mem- 
ory of a Faithful Man.”

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Miriam La Velle 


Began to Dance Months 
Before She Could Walk 


By Jack Balch 


OU'VE all heard the old saying, “Why, she could dance (or 
y swim, or talk, as the case might be) before she could walk.” 
The saying, as a rule, is not intended to be the literal truth, 
but only a way of praising, by its air of respectful exaggeration, 
an unusually good performance that 
would be hard to describe except by 
Way of exaggeration. But, in the case 
of Miriam La Velle, the 19-year-old 
dancing star currently at Crystal Ter- 
race in Park Plaza Hotel, the saying 
would be literally true. Miriam, 
whose gyrations as she dances might 
conceivably give a python an in- 
feriority complex, COULD actually 
dance before she could walk. Another 
thing she, quite literally, could do be- 
fore she could walk was swing on a 
trapeze with the greatest of ease. 
a For the record, she was about 14 or 
15 months old when she began the 
AT PARR PLAZA dancing and the trapezing. They cer- 
tainly preceded her walking. 

Still for the record, she was not quite three when her advis- 
ers (Mama and F’apa and all the other people who beheld her at 
her antics and marveled) decided that she was getting to be too 
good at the dancing and the trapezing to retain an amateur 
status. So, as Danny Kaye might put it, she packed her little 
karzinka (traveling bag) and became a professional. She (one) 
went to work for Ted Lewis at $200 every seven days, and 
(two) celebrated her third birthday. 
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THIS STRANGE STORY STARTS, not with birth, but with 
shortly after, when she’d arrived at the aforementioned age of 
14 or 15 months. By that time she had gone through most of 
the baby stages that precede the walking stage. A fat, healthy- 
looking thing with blue eyes and the beginnings of a nose 
pugged up at the tin, Miriam had begun to become fed up with 
the juvenile accomplishment of crawling and had begun to hoist 
herself up the side of anything from the bed to the table to 
Papa’s legs preparatory to taking off on her own in a vertical 
position. Came the great day when she moved to take her 
first step. With Mama and Papa watching, she took that first 
step—and fell on her face. That, of course, happens to all 
babies. But they get over it, and Miriam didn’t. Mama and 
Papa noticed that when she fell, it was always one of her legs 
which crumpled under her (Miriam doesn’t remember now which 
leg it was). Finally, they became alarmed and called in the 
doctor. He said Miriam was crippled, was born with a set, of 
bones in her foot twisted into a position that might never allow 
them to support her weight. He said her best chance was danc- 
ing—with her arms held up for her puppet-style—to give her 
leg strength little by little. And he said that trapeze work 
would keep her whole body balanced and healthy while the leg 
mended. And Miriam was off on her life’s work. 
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BORN IN ST. LOUIS, MIRIAM remembers that the family 
lived in a residential section on the South Side, that there was 
a back yard, and after a while there'd always be about 18 to 
20 neighborhocd kids hanging on the fences to watch her, 
and that adult neighbors and relatives were always coming 
over to praise her and ask her to “show off for them.” Her 
father, J. A. Paterson, superintendent of a large steel castings 
corporation, took the family to Pennsylvania when Miriam was 
nine. At 15 she and Mama went to New York and to Broad- 
way and she tried out and got into Oscar Hammerstein’s and 
Sigmaind Romberg’s stage hit, “Sunny River.” That’s when she 
dropped the name Paterson and La Velle, her middle name, be- 
came her last. She's done a number of specialties in movies, 
notably one or two with Gene Kelly, her favorite dancer. She’s 
been a hit in the big time in the theater all over the country, 
and in the last year the same in nightclubs and hotel spots. 
She came to the Park Plaza from a 16-week run at Chez Paree 
in Chicago, which anybody in the “savvy” in the entertainment 
world will certainly agree is “something.” 
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MIRIAM, TREMENDOUSLY SERIOUS about everything 
that may improve her dancing, and always laughing about al- 
most (but not quite) everything else, wears a cluster of three 
precious-metals objects around her neck. “One’s a cross—for 
religion; second’s a dancing figure—for my life’s passion; and 
third’s a cowbell—for a guy I know who reminds me of a cow- 
bell.” She likes te swim and iceskate. She describes herself 
as a “lousy” diver. She's a graduate of the Municipal Opera, 
and remembers her atints there with affection. While traveling 
with George White's Scandals last year as Its featured star, she 
received word of the death in action in France of her brother, 
Set. Gene Paterson of the infantry. “Was he older than you?” 
she was asked. “Sometimes he was, sometimes he wasn't,” she 
said. “We were seven months epart by birtr One part of the 
year we were the same age. For the rest of the year he was 
a year older than me.” She learned what the phrase, “The show 
must go on,” meant the day she heard of his death,

Artists Record Heroic Work 
Of Army's Medical Corps 


EROIC life-saving work by Army doctors, 
nurses and medical corpsmen has been 
recorded for the War Department in 125 

oil paintings, water colors and sketches. Many 
were made in the front lines, sometimes while 
artists and subjects were under fire. The 
paintings, to be displayed at St. Louis Art Mu- 
seum from September 9 to October 1, are now 
on exhibit at Rockefeller Center, New York 
City. 

The two oils shown on this page, painted in 
the Pacific theater of operations, give a vivid 
impression of conditions under which Army 
medical forces work. Despite such condi- 
tions, nearly 97 per cent of the wounded 
Americans who reach hospitals recover—an 
unprecedented record. 

Painting of the pictures was suggested in 
1942 by Lieutenant Colonel Howard F. Baer, of 
St. Louis, executive officer of the Army Med- 
ical Purchasing Office, New York. Twelve 
American artists were accredited as war 
correspondents to carry out the work.

IRST big scale non-military use of D DT, the new 
super insecticide, is the spraying of 400,000 
houses in the United States in a malaria pre- 

vention program. The process is the same as that 
which has made bug-infested Pacific islands 
habitable for soldiers. 

DDT is being applied in about 25,000 South- 
east Missouri homes in Pemiscot, New Madrid and 
Dunklin counties. The program also includes 111 
counties of 13 other states, mostly in the South. 
It is sponsored and financed by the United States 
Public Health Service and state health departments. 
Main purpose is to curb the malaria-spreading 
anopheles mosquito, a potential spreader also of 
tropical diseases returning soldiers may carry. 


eradication treatment is to be given twice during 
the six-month “mosquito season.” A portable air 
pressure sprayer, of the garden variety, is used; 
it forces the DDT into crannies and cracks. 


Dichloro-dipheny]-trichlorethane—full name of 
the chemical—is so new that laboratory workers 
still have not explored all its possibilities. It is 
known that sprayed inside buildings, it will kill 
mosquitoes, flies, bedbugs, ants, roaches, moths 
and silverfish for about three months afterward. 

DDT must be used with great care outdoors, 
however, because it is deadly also to beneficial 
insects such as bees, and could seriously interfere 
with pollination of fruits, vegetables and flowers. It 
also might affect birds adversely by depriving them 
of insects on which they feed.
